Word .yesterday from a high Repub- 
livan source indicated that the Repub- 
lican State ‘organization is’ taking. its 
stand against.the granting of a permit 
to the Frontier Corporation for the de- 
velopment of 2,400,000 horsepower of 
hydro-electric energy at a proposed 
plant at Barnhart Island in the St. 
Lawrence River. 

An application from the Frontier 
Corporation for a 50-year lease of this 
site anda permit to begin constryct- 
ing a plant hag been beford the State 
Water Power Commission for almost a 
year and was to have come up for 
decision at a meeting of the commis- 
Bion at Albany today. 

-Governor Smith has-strongly object- 
ed to the proposal or to any other 
grant to a private corporation to de- 
velop hydro-electric energy from the 
remaining water power resources of the 
State, latent in the St. Lawrence and 
Niagara Rivers. The Governor for 
some years has urged upon the Repub- 
lican Legislature in vain a program 
contemplating the development of wa- 
ter power in these boundary streams 
exclusively wiilef thé State's own aus-

To Make Ita Campaign Issue.- 


With the Republicans favoring pri- 
vate development under State super- 
vision and with rates and operations 
of those receiving grants from -the 
State regulated through the Public 
Service Commission under the so-called 
Miller Water Power act, Governor 
Smith and the Democrats are prepar- 
ing to make the Republican powér 
policy an issue in the gubernatorial 
campaign this year. There is: every 
reason to believe that. this prospect 
is responsible for the attitude the Re- 
publican State organization has taken. 

That this is not due to a’ change of 
heart on the part of the. Republicans 
was made certain yesterday through 
talks with a: prominent Republican 
leader. Rather, it is the Republican 
purpose to defer any action-at least 
until after election. in an attempt to 
évade the issue. 

Accordi to the information that 
became public yesterday there will be 
no action on the Frontier Corporation's 
application today, nor at any time 
prior to the election. Infact, it was 
suggested that no action would be 
taken until after Jan. 1, when the new’ 
State Administration has been installed 
and. the — plan for the reorgani- 
zation of the administrative depart- 
— of the State has become éffec- 

ve. : 

The reorganization scheme makes 
radical changes in the Administration 
by the State of its power resources. 
Under the present system licenses. are 
-gfanted by a State Water Power com- 
poged of the State Conservation Com- 
missioner as Chairman, the Attorney 
General, the State Engineer, the Presi- 
.dent pro tem of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the Assembly. The present 
Commission is an all-Republican body. 

Under the Hughes plan the Water 
Power Commigsion will be composed of 
the State Conservation Commissioner, 

’ the “Attorney General and the State 
Superintendent of Public Works or an 
engineering officer designated by him. 
In its new make-up the commission 

_will have two out of its three mem- 
bers serving under appointment from 
the Governor, where under the’ present 
system only one member is an ap- 
pointee of the Governor.

WHITTEMORE DENIED 
ANEW MURDER TRIAL 


High Court in Baltimore Finds 
No Error in Judge’s Rulings 
and Jury’s Verdict Justified. 


O’DUNNE DEFERS SENTENCE 


Waits for Slayer’s Counsel to 
Return to Town—Whittemore’s 
Pal Pleads Guilty Here.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 2.—The Su- 
preme Bench denied a new trial to 
Richard Reese Whittemore this after- 
noon. 

The Judges, who had had Whitte- 
more’s plea under advisement since 
argument on last Saturday, concluded 
that Judg« Eugene O’Dunne did not 
err in his rulings when the robber was 
tried and convicted of murder. They 
also concluded that the verdict of the 
jury, which found him Ity of kill- 
ing Robert Holtman, a land peni- 
tentiary’ guard, was not -against the 
weight of the evidence.

The decision.of ‘the bench this after- 
noon means that Judge O’Dunne. will 
sentence Whittemore soon.

% Goldberg Pleads Guilty. 

Milton (Shuffles). Goldberg, 22 years 
old, of 533 Asquith Street, Baltimore, 
lieutenant of Richard Reese Whitte- 
more in his gang of robbers, pleaded 
guilty yesterday before Judge Koenig 
in General Sessions to two of the ive 


hold-up indictments returned against 
him and other members of the band. 
Goldberg was sent back ‘to the Tombs 
for sentence on June’ ll, the day on 
which Jacob and Leon Kraemer, two 
other members of the gang, will be 
arraigned for sentence. 

The Kraemers were convicted: last 
Saturday of robbery in the first degree 
as second offenders. They face a.sen- 
tence of from twenty to forty years, 
but the maximum sentence that can 
be imposed on Goldberg is twenty 
years. He was not indicted as a sec- 
ond offender. He had previously 
pleaded not guilty ‘to’ all the robbery 
indictments, but at the trial of the 
Kraemers last week Goldberg took the 
witness stand for the defense, and ad- 
mitted actual participation in the hold- 
up of the jewelry establishment of 
Folmer Pripp at 90 Nassau Street on 
the evening of last Dec. 23. He swore, 
however, that neither of the Kraemers, 
who are stepbrothers, was involved. in 
that robbery. bed 

Goldberg’s pleas of guilty were en- 
tered yesterday in connection with this 
robbery and the hold-up of the store 
of the Stanley.Jewel Company, at 269 
West 125th Street, on the afternoon of 
July 16, 1925. The robbers obtained 
$6,100 in diamonds and platinum, in 
the Pripp hold-up and $90,000'in jewel- 
ry from the Harlem store.

The dog usually 
makes his tour before the race begins, 
but this year he evidently was delayed 
by traffic and ran into the course as 
the three leaders—Coronach, - Colorado 
and Swift and Sure—were passing. 
He ran straight in front of Swift and 
Sure, completely unbalancing Lord As- 
tor’s colt and spoiling his chances. 

Childs, Coronach’s jockey, is well 
known. both in England and France.

TOTALS $526,441.95 


Chief Auditor Testifies Gross for 
- 1917-1924 Period Aggre- 
gated $876,176,230. 


‘1922 WAS THE BEST YEAR 


Net Then Was. $115,797,361 
and Gross $152,394,894—Sued 
Over Alleged Infringement.

DETROIT,~Mich., June 2.—The net 
profits of the Ford Motor Company for 


‘ the seven-year period from 1917 to 


1624 were $526,441,951 and the gross 
profits -were $876,176,230, it was testi- 
fied' today before William S. Sayres 
Jt., Master in Chancery in Federal 
Court, by “Herbert L. Leister, chief 
auditor of the Ford organization. :

Mr. Sayres has denied a motion fo 
dismissal made by William J. Dowd of 
Chicago, attorney for the defendant, 
who asked that all clatms of the plain- 
tiff be dropped except that for estab- 
lished foyalties.under. the patentee’s 
license. : 

It was. also testified by Leister that 
the Ford. Company did not profit by 
the use of the rust-proofing process, as 
it was not used as a selling induce- 
ment at any time. Mr. Leister also 
told in court that the peak year of the 
Ford Company was 1922, when there 
were gross profits of $152,394,894 and 
a net of $115,797,361. 

The case will be continued Thurs- 
day. It is expected the plaintiff will 
appeal to the United States Court of 
Appeals after an awafd has been 
made.

PVASHINGTON, June 2.—By vote of 
236 to 112 the House approved today 
the World War debt agreement nego- 
tiated with France, after defeating by, 
a still more overwhelming vote an ate 
tempt to delay action until the Gov- 
ernment at Paris Has ratified the set- 
tlement. 
- The agreement, which provides that 
France shall pay the United States 
$6,847,674,000 in principal and interest 
running over a period of sixty-two 
years, now goes to the Senate. A vote 
in that body on the compact probably 
will be withheld pending action by the 
French Parliament. : 
Ratification of the settlement in th 
House came after a day of lively de- 
bate, Democrats declared the terms 
“too lenient,” ‘“‘unfair’ to the Ameri- 
ean taxpayer, and not representing in 
full‘ France’s capacity to pay. 
‘France was attacked by Representa- 
tives Berger, Socialist, of Wisconsin; 
Wefald, Farm-Labor member, of Min- 
nesota, and Rainey, Democrat, of Il- 
lignois. The agreement was defended 
by Representative Tilson of Connecti- 
cut, the Republican leader; Chairman 
Green of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and Representative Crisp, 
Democrat, . of Georgia, a member, of 
the American. World. War Debt Com- 
mission which effected the settlement. 
' Orisp Wins Democratic Votes. 


A last-minute speech made by Mr. 
Crisp, who told of the sacrifices 
France had made in the war and her 
present economic struggles, was cred- 
ited with winning the support of a 
scoré or more -Democrats. 

Before the vote was taken on the 
major question the House defeated 
a ‘motion made by Representative 
Schaefer, Progressive Republican, of 
Wisconsin, providing that the settle- 
ment should be sent back to the com- 
‘mittee with instructions not to report 
it until the French Parliament had 
approved it. This was rejected by a 
vote of 202 to 40. 

Mr. Berger opposed the agreement on 
the ground that France was expending 
large sums in furtherance of a policy 
of militarism. 

Mr. Crisp urged Southern Democrats 
to support the agreement because it 
was fair to the signatories and its rati- 
fication would do much to stabilize 
conditions in Europe. Referring to 
the recent defeat of the Haugen Farm 
Relief bill, Mr. Crisp asserted that 
approval of the , French-American 
agreemént would increase the buying 
power of the French people, and this, 
he thought, would materially aid 
American ‘trade, especially in agricul- 
tural products. ; 

“There has been some criticism of 
our taking action before ratification of 
the agreement in France,” Mr. Tilson 
said. ‘It seems to me that, in view 
of the fact that this question must be 
submitted to the two branches of our 
legislative body, it is altogether fitting 
that this body, more directly repre- 
senting the people, should take action 


now and show our willingness to ac- 
cept a settlement we believe fair, 
equitable and sound. 

We must remember that, while this 
is an important matter for us, it is 
of ‘infinitely greater importance to 
France, but'even if France should fail 
to ratify I should not regret that we 
have thus shown our good faith by 
voting for this bill. . j 

“It does not require an expert econo- 
mist to understand the present finan- 
cial condition of France. With an 
unbalanced budget and the franc a 
little over 3 cents, almost anything 
might happen there. If there should 
be a monetary collapse in France at | 
this time, its effects wil reach far 
beyond the borders of that country and 
our own interests will not remain un- 
affected.

Daniels Scores Rule by One-Third. 


In his address, ex-Secretary Daniels

“The hour ‘has struck for the Demo- 


thirds rule. It is a misnomer. It 
should be called the one-third rule. It 
operates for no good purpose. It is a 
big stick that can be used to enable 
a handful of delegates\to thwart the 
will of the majority. 

“In the old days—to be exact, in 1832 
—militant politicians invoked it to 
carry out their purposes and were 
‘hoist by their own petard’. It has not 
often operated to defeat the will of the 
majority, but just so long as it is pos- 
sible for 267 delegates in a convention 
made up of 1.098 delegates to defeat 
the will of over 600, just so long is it 
a possible menace. 

“Even if this rule did not conceal 
the possibility of .minority veto, the 
fact that it is the.only place in Ameri- 
can politics and Government in which 
the majority does-not prevail, shows it 
to be both un-Democratic and un- 
American.

Testify That Manufacturers 
Maintain Blacklist to Control 
Brooklyn Sales. 


KNICKERBOCKER CO. NAMED 


Witness. Tells of Being Advised to 
“Get as Much as Possible” 
From the Customers. 


The existence of such a close connéc- 
tion betwéen Brooklyn ice manufac- 
turers that a retail dealer blacklisted 
by one manufacturer could not buy ice 
from another was indicated in testi- 
mony given yesterday before Referee 
Albert Conway in an investigation 
started by Attorney General Albert 
Ottinger. The inquiry is being con- 
ducted by Députy Attorney General 
Israel. M. Lerner at the Brooklyn Bar 
Association Building. 

The ‘ice manufacturers, according to 
the testimony, refused to lower prices, 
and had urged the retailers to ‘‘grab 
as much as possible’ from their cus- 
tomers. Retailers who were organized 
to erect an independent plant, it was 
testified, could not get ice, and the 
charge was made that the manufac- 
turers took measures to deprive the 
retailers in the enterprise of their cus- 
omers through payments to apartment 

use superintendents. 


The ban on dealers who were too in-- 


dependent was admitted by August 
Meyer of 127 Miller Avenue, Brooklyn, 
a checker for the Putnam Ice and Coal 
Company, a: wholesale concern. ‘We 
never refused to make sales to any one 
until two months ago,”’ he said. ‘‘Then 
by order of Henry Senger Jr., manager, 
I refused ice to Charles Soranno and 
his brother and to Mike Tufariello. 
Frank Vernola was refused by Senger 
himself.’’ 
Could Not Buy Ice. 


It was brought out i& the testimony '| 


that Vernoia was President of the 
Paerdegat Ice Company, which is con- 
structing an independent plant, and 
that the others were directors or or- 
ganizers of the new company. 

Tufariello, a retail dealer at 3,108 
Cortelyou Road, Brooklyn, testified 
that the Putnam company had refused 
to sell ice to him even when he offered 
cash. He said he Went to the Rubel 
Coal and Ice Company and again was 
refused. At the Michel plant in Coney 
Island, he testified, he was told that 
ice would not be sald gray: | to him, 
but that he could buy it through a 
friend. After four days these deliv- 
eries ee. 

According to Joseph De Sonne of 
1,828 Flatbush Avenue, another retail- 
er, he sold an unused cake of ice to 
Vernoia at the end of a day and 
Senger saw the transaction, ‘You'll 
be sorry for what you did,’’ he quoted 
Senger as saying, ‘‘Give him one cake 
more and you'll get no more ice.”’ 

Joseph Costello of 377 Lincoln Road, 
Brooklyn, Chairman of the Flatbush 
Tce and Coal Association which is com- 
posed of small dealers, told of inter- 
views with wholesalers who, he said, 
urged him to raise prices, and warned 
him that electrical refrigerators were 
likely to doom their whole business. 

The retailers, he said, thought the 
price of 75 cents a 300-pound cake, 
which they were paying to the Putnam 
Company, was too much. Consequent- 
ly last Fall he called upon Wesley Oler, 
Vice President of the Knickerbocker 
Ice Company, and asked for his quo- 
tations. - Oler, the witness declared, 
assured him the manufacturers made 
no money on sales at 75 cents a cake. 


Feared Electric Devices. 


“TI told him that according to our in- 
formation ice could be made for from 
12 to 22 cents a cake,’’ Costello said, 
—* he insisted he figured ditter- 
ently.”

SLAYER OF PETLURA 
GETS AID OF ARCHIVES 





Jews to Just#y Killing the 
Ex-President of Ukrainia

BERLIN, Jiine 2.—The archives con- 
taining the history of the great 
Ukrainian massacres of the Jews, de- 
scribing in fullest details the horrors 
of this slaughter, will be opened to the 
public for the first time as a means of 
defending Schwarzbart, the Ukrainian 
Jew who shot the former President of 
the Ukrainian Republic, Petlura, in 
Paris on May 25. 

Schwartzbart has obtained permis- 
sion to use the Berlin “East Jewish 
Historical Archives” to convince the 
French court that his act was justifi- 
able on the ground of Petlura’s report 
on the pogroms in which thousands of 
Jews were murdered in cold blood. 

More-than 12,000 pages of reports and 
fdescriptions of the slaughtering are 
contained in the collections, Among 
the 500 documents are military orders 
issued before, during and after the 
pogroms, said to implicate Petlura di- 
rectly. The register of the names of 
20,000 killed is also included. 

According to evidence in the archives, 
Petlura personally instigated and sup- 
ported the unwonted slayings, which 
were carried out. by men directly under 
his command while hé was the army 
chief in the Ukraine. 

One of his aids, Colonel Korwenko, 
who headed the political police, or- 
ganized, with Colonel Palients, in 1919 
the massacres. of Bardischev and 
Chelomir. Colonel Patrow, who car- 
ried out-the pogrom of March, 1919, 
was made Minister of War by Petlura 
as a reward for the successful out- 
come of a masacre in which more than 
300 Jews were killed, it is said. 

The archives were brought from the 
Ukraine by foreign diplomats about 
five years ago and classified by‘ Pro- 
fessor Dubnow. They were collected 
from various parts of the Ukraine by 
Jewish communities and Jewish wel- 
fare organizations from 1919 to 1921.

After being separated for sixty years,

United States po DR Buckner in- 
stituted a civil suit against the bond- 
ing company for the forfeiture of a 
bond to insure the exportation of 
eighty-six drums containing 17,854 gal- 
lons of alcohol which was brought to 
New York on the Ward liner Orizaba 
Dec, 17, 1921, by Herman C. Wechsler. 
The consignment was destined for 
Italy and was so entered at the Cus- 
toms House. Government agents al- 
leged that 15,000 gallons af the ship- 
ment found its way to bootleggers. 

An appeal from Judge Grubb’s de- 
cision was en by the Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company, and Assistant 
United States Attorney Herman T. 
Stichman argued for the Government 
hefore the Appeals Court. The com- 
pany claimed that the bond covered 
an illegal transaction, since intoxicat- 
ing liquor cannot be transshipped from 
one vessel to another in a United 
States port, even for immediate export, 
maser the terms of the Volstead aet. 

Mr. Stichman argued that the mer- 
chandise was alcohol, not liquor, and it 
evidently was intended for non-bever- 
age purposes in Italy, its declared 
point of destination. Thia, Mr. Stich- 
man contended, allowed the United 
States to permit a transshipment of 
alcohol intended for industrial pur- 
poses. He said that it was an ex- 
pressed i ef the United States 
to encourage the use of industrial al- 
cehel for manufacturing purpeses and 
for use in the arts and sciences and 
that there was no inhibition against 
such uses.

NOME, Alaska, June 2.—When. it was 
Gccided that the airship should fly 
from Rome to Kings Bay, the most im- 
portant thing was to find the best 
route. 

As mentioned by Captain Amundsen 
fn the first part of this narrative, the 
eriginal plan was to fly from Rome over 
France to Pulham and from there, with 
only one landing in Trondhjem, to go 
direct to Kings Bay. 

But when our pilot, Colonel Nobile, 
ptudied the weather conditions over the 
northern part of the Atlantic Qcean 
during the months of April and May, 
he had some doubts about this route. 
Whe flight over the ocean would, ac- 
cording to his opinion, be very risky 
because weather in that season changes 
wery frequently and is characterized by 
heavy winds. 

So other routes had to be examined. 
After some difficulty a route over re- 
gions with more quiet weather in the 
two months was found. 

During the conferences in Oslo it\was 
@ecided that if possible our airship 
should fly over Russia. The expedition 
addressed an inquiry to the Russian 
authorities asking them if there, existed 
in the western part of Russia any 
hangars or mooring masts where the 
ship could land on its flight to Spitz- 
bergen. 


Russian Friendly Service. 


'- Fortunately, the answer was favor- 
able. Near the little town of Gatschina, 
famous for its old and beautiful Im- 
perial summer residences, some miles 
south of Leningrad, a big shed existed. 
After it had been examined by Captain 
Nobile and Lieutenant Riiser-Larsen 
it was definitely decided that the Norge 
should land there. 

With a friendliness that we shall re- 
fmember forever the Russian Govern- 
ment declared that they would, with- 
out cost to the expedition, repair the 
shed, which was a little damaged, not 
having been used for several years. 

The distance from Leningrad to 
Kings Bay was so long, however, and 
not without meteorological perils that 
it was not deemed advisable to cover 
it in one. flight. This is not to say 
that it was too long for the Norge fly- 
ing range, but the technical experts of 
the expedition had always to remiember 
that the real flight would not begin 
until Kings Bay was reached and they 
had to take all possible precautions to 
protect the ship on the way. 

Therefore it was decided to erect a 
mooring mast in the little town of 
Vadso, in the northeastern part of 


Norway, where the ship on its flight 


from Leningrad to Kings Bay could 
refill her fuél ballast tanks and ob-' 
tain more gas if it was necessary: 


The Route to Pulham. 


When a landing near Leningrad was 
Gecided on, the route became as fol- 
lows: 

From Rome the ship should sail: 
@long the Italian Coast, cross the 
northwestern part of the Mediterra- 
mean, fly along the western part of 
the French Riviera, cross southwestern 
France, follow the French west coast 
up to Rochefort and from there as 
directly as possible go to the British 
aerodrome in Pulham, northeast of 
London, in Norfolk. 

It might, however, be. necessary to 
land in France if the weather condi- 
tions on the flight from Rome to Pul- 
ham should be bad. Therefore the 
expedition asked the French authori- 
ties for permission, in case of such a 
situation, to go down into one of the 
French sheds.. We received the same 
friendly answer as we got when we 
requested the British Government for 
permission to use the shed in Pulham.

We shall try to explain to our readers 
the difficulties that threaten an air- 
ship when it has to pass over regions 
in. which the weather is frequently 
changing.

In fact, an airship is very depen- 
dent upon the weather in starting or 
landing, as well as during flight. 


Trouble Caused by Wind. 


One of the greatest troubleg comes 
from the wind. It is impossible to 
take a dirigible out of its shed pr 
take it in when a strong wind ‘is 
blowing.

The 
construction of an airship is so fragile 
that only’a little pressure will break 
its steel skeleton. 

During the flight with the Norge to 
Alaska it happened three times that 
the wind was too strong around the 
hangar to allow taking the ship out of 
the shed. Otherwise the meteorological 
conditions were favorable for flying. 

Attempts have been made to lessen 
the starting and landing difficulties for 
airships by the erection of mooring 
masts, which allow the ship to start 
and land in rather high wind veloci- 
ties. These masts also make the ship 
more independent of the wind direction 
at the mooring places. ; 

However, it is not only at the start 


difficult to.manoeuvre airships. Their 
speed will never be as great as that 
of airplanes. Our average speed with 
the Norge on the longer distances was 
not more than forty-seven miles an 
hour. It is obvious that with such a 
slow speed even a moderate head wind 
will considerably extend a flight, while 
a favorable wind will shorten it.

They allowed the 
meteorologist on board to draw synopsi- 
cal weather maps from whicli he could 
make the necessary forecasts. 

But besides these ordinary telegrams 
it was of great importance to have 
additional ones adapted for the expedi- 
tion. Thus it was of great interest to 
be informed in sufficient time before 
the ship landed how the weather was 
at the landing place. For some parts 
of the way, therefore, special arrange- 
ments were made for the benefit of 
the expedition. 

Telegrams were sent to the wireless 
station on board directly from the 
landing place which the ship was ap- 
proaching. In some places the ship 
received such telegrams éven every 
hour and in some cases the expedition 
succeeded in obtaining the necessary 
information by directly calling up the 
various stations without having made 
any special arrangement. 


Aided By Jtalian Friends and British. 


So long as the ship flew over Eu- 
rope, all went with the plan. From 
Italy to England we had the good 
assistance of the Italian and French 
and especially the British meteorolo- 
gists. The Weather Bureau in Lon- 
don had established a special servicd 
for the expedition at the aerodrome in 
Pulham and the same institute assist- 
ed the expedition to fix the starting 
day for flying from Pulham to Oslo. 

Some hours after we had started 
from Pulham, we. received the first 
telegrams from the Meteorological In- 
stitute in Oslo which from that mo- 
ment took over the sefvice. It 
also this institute that advised the ex- 
pedition so that in good time it left 
Oslo and it gave-also to the expedition 
the necessary information during the 
flight from Oslo to Gatchina. 

The ship stayed for three weeks 
at this place because some troubles 
at Kings-Bay made it impossible 
start from Russia. 

Many people, even techniial and 
meteorological experts, declared before 
the flight that due to the very chang- 
able weather between Northern Nor- 
way and Spitzbergen the flight over 
this stage would be the most risky of 
the whole expedition, but it proved that 
this was a mistake, the transpolar 
flight itself being by far the worst. 
However, there are many reasons that 
can explain the above-mentioned point 
of view. And, indeed, flying over the 
Arctic ‘Ocean between Norway and 
Spitzbergen is risky. 


Predictions in North Difficult. 


Landing conditions at Spitzbergen 
had to be forecast in Leningrad two 
days before the arrival at Spit#bergen, 
and such long prognoses are very diffi- 
cult to make, especially in northern ré- 
gions where there are only a few tele- 
graphic meteorological stations. The 
ocean between Norway and Spitzber- 
gen is/also very foggy and stormy, but, 
due to the very well organized meteoro- 
logical service in Leningrad, the, ex- 
pedition succeeded in choosing a good 
day for the start. 

During this part of the flight, the 
expedition received, in addition to the 
ordinary broadcast. weather report 
from the various stations in Northern 
and Western . Buropean countries, 
weather observations every hour espe- 
cially adapted for the use of the Norge. 
They were sent hourly from Spitzber- 
gen, Northern Norway, and from two 
small islands far from land in the 
Arctic Ocean—Jan Mayen and Bear 

These reports proved to be very 
valuable for the flight trom,Norway to 
Spitzbergen, where the weather was 
rather bad, there being some snowfall

Kings Bay, but only in squalls, so that 
the ship could hope to have good visi- 
bility between the squalls. 

This proved to be correct, the weather 
at the landing being pretty good. At 
Spitzbergen, the Norge’s meteorologist 
had to establish his own weather ser- 
vice, which remained in intimate con- 
tact with the Government’s forecast 
service at Tromsoe, in Northern Nor- 
way. 


Weather Factors in Polar Stage. 


The telegrams for this service were 
partly received by the ,Heimdal, a 
Norwegian gunboat which was de- 
tached to Spitzbergen to assist the ex- 
pedition, and partly by the wireless at 
Kings Bay which was hired by the 
Aero Club for the benefit of the expe- 
dition. Synoptical maps were drawn 
three times a day. / 

The meteorologists at Kings Bay and 
Tromsoe together had to fix the most 
favorable hour for the start. And 
there were many meteorological factors 
to care for on the last part of the 
flight. A clear sky was wanted, with 


The expedition also needed a high 
barometric pressure and a low tem- 
perature. 

The last two elements influenced 


dirigible. For each degree Fahrenheit 
that the temperature went down, the 


capacity which was increased with 140 
pounds for each tenth of an inch added 
to the barometric pressure. 


Perfect Polar Weather Assured. 


We had to wait some days at Kings 
Bay before the ship was fitted out for 
the long flight., During these days the 
weather situation was good, as was 
reported by Commander Byrd, who on 
one of those days flew ‘to the North 
Pole and back again in beautiful 
weather. 

Every day the wind at various- 
heights was determined by pilot bal- 
loon ascensions. This work was car- 
ried out by ‘an Italian scientist, a 
brother of Colonel Nobile. 

At Kings Bay there was also an air 
electrical expert from the Radio Insti- 
tute in Prague, Dr. Behounek. He 
brought with him an ionaspiretor 
which was placed in the Norge’s cabin. 
The instrument gave good service dur- 
ing the polar flight and added a good 
deal to the scientific results obtained 
by the expedition. 

On May 10, all work on board was 
finished and after that day the start 
depended only upon weather con- 
ditions. The situation seemed good. 

From Nova Zembila to Southwest 
Canada there was a high pressure that 
probably would last for many days. 
Spitzbergen was at the western boun- 
dary of the area, which meant fav- 
ofable winds, at least to the Pole. 
,The start was fixed to take place at 
1 o’clock in the. night between May 
10° and May 11. That we did not 
start at the time fixed is another 
story which shall be told later in this 
narrative.

The ship was built’.according to the 
ideas of the man who should pilot her, 
Colonel Nobile. It belongs to the semi- 
rigid type generally used in Italy, and 
we found that the pride of Italians in 
its construction was justified. 

But it was not built for a transpolar 
flight. When the Aero Club bought, 
the N-1, as it then was named, had a 
cabin, with comfortable chairs, and its 
outfit was to a certain extent rather 
luxurious. And it was not in any way 
capable of resisting the rough atmos- 
pherical conditions in the Arctic 
regions. 

Neither had the ship arrangements 
in her bow for landing at moori 
masts. Therefore, it Was necessa 
to rebuild her, and that was done 
in Rome during the Winter. 


All Comfort Disregarded. 
So important were the changes made 


ithat when the flight started, the ship, 


built for cruises over the Mediter- 
ranean and South Europe, was strong 
enough to resist the climate in the 
Arctic. 

Its fuel capacity was greatly in- 
creased. The envelope around the gas 
valves was strengthened at its most 
sensitive parts. The nose was fitted 
with arrangements for mooring mast 
landing, and in the cabin was installed 
machinery to make it possible for the 
crew fo larid in Alaska without assis- 
tance from the ground. 

But at the same time, all comfort on 
board had disappeared. Nothing was 
left of the original outfit. The great 
cabin with its chairs and tables was 
replaced by a little one, hardly large 
enodugh for the pilot, navigator, helms- 
men, wireless and the other mem- 
bers of the expedition, to have working 
room. ; 


Aimed to Raise Fuel Capacity. 


In spite of the cold regions which | - 


the ship. had to go over, the’ cabin's 
wall was covered only with canvas. 
All these things were done in order 
that the ship could carry as much fuel 
with her as possible, all of the experts 
agreeing that this was the most im- 
portant factor for a successful realiza- 
tion of the flight. 

When the changes were made the 
Norwegian members of the crew went 
down to-Rome in February to take part 


in the trial flights.

Stockholders’ Counsel Attacks 
in Court Transfer of Shares 
of General Company.

MOTION IN SUIT ARGUED 


Counsel Asserte That the Charges 
Against. Ward Were Made as 
Propaganda to Hurt the Stock. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. X., June 2.— 
Arguments were heard today by Su- 
preme Court Justice Frank L. Young 
on an order obtained by William B. 


Ward, the General Baking Corporation 
and other defendants in the suit of 
William Deininger, former head of the 
baking company, and an independent 
stockholders’ comntittee, to show cause 
why the plaintiffs should not reform 
their complaint. The suit was brought 
to void stock issued to Mr. Ward and 
to cancel an alleged illegal transaction 
in which Mr. Ward is said to have 
made a profit of $5,000,000 in the sale 
of baking company stock which, the 
complaint says, ‘“‘cost him nothing.” 

Former Supreme Court Justice Isaac 
N. Mills, who appeared for Mr. Ward 
‘and the. Ward Securities Corporation, 
said the motion was made primarily 
to have the plaintiffs strike out irrele- 
vant and immaterial allegations and 
thus pave the way on his part for a 
later motion to dismiss the complaint 
on its merits. Justice Young reserved 
decision and directed that briefs be 
submitted on questions of law. 

The suit was brought by Deininger, 
Louis J. Kolb and John U. Weber as 
stockholders of the General Baking 
Company against William B. Ward, 
Paul H. Helms, Joseph Humbough, 
Ralph E.. Peterson, the Ward Securi- 
ties Corporation and the General Bak- 
ing Company. The plaintiffs were rep- 
resented ‘by Allan R. Campbell of 
Rabenold & Scribner, former District 
Attorney Lee Parsons Davis and Fred- 
erick P. Close. 

The General Baking Company had 
as its attorney Louis Conick. William 
B. Ward and the Securities Corpora- 
tion were represented by ex-Justice 
Mills, Leroy N. Mills and Joseph 
Nanry. Ralph S. Kent appeared as 
personal counsel for William B. Ward. 


Question of Maryland Law. 
Judge Mills, in his argument to have 
the plaintiffs definitely state their two 


separate causes of action, said: 

“There is but one question, in this 
complaint: Was this transaction in- 
volving the sale of stock forbidden by 
the laws of Maryland or by the cor- 

ration’s charter or by both? If the 

ransaction did not violate the Mary- 
land law, then the complaint falls.” 

Mr. Close, on behalf of the stock- 
holders, said that the gist of their ac- 
tion was that Ward, through undue 
—— tg I a ment — — * 
eral Baking. Company, .obtained. con- 
trol of ‘the stock: -without-giving.any- | 
thing of value therefor. ‘Thr 
this undue influence,” Mr. Close said, 
“he brought about the transfer of stock 
and then he had a Board of Directors 
to right the original wrong by pass- 
ing a resolution of approval of the 
transaction. 

‘"Phis was not a bargain of sale but 
a plan to denude the corporation of 
its cash capital and give it to Mr. Ward 
and the Ward Securities Corporation,” 
Mr. Close added. ‘‘Five additional men 
‘were appointed by the man who did 
the original wrong after Deininger re- 
signed, and a meeting was held and 
pretended to ratify the agreement.” 

Mr. Close called the transaction ‘“‘a 
looting of the treasury’’ of the Gen- 
etal Baking Company. He declared 
that an investigation of Ward’s finan- 
cial condition at the time would be of 
value to the Judge, but Justice Young 
remarked: ‘I don’t believe that you 
can plead the motives here.” Mr. 
Close then read a section of the Mary- 
land law, which he said made ‘the 
transaction illegal in that. State. he- 
cause a like purchase could not be 
— except from a corporation sur- 
plus. 


Holds 70,000 Shares. 


Another attorney, Humphrey “J. 
Lynch of White Plains, appeared for 
the Chase Securities Corporation, which 
holds 70,000 shares of Class A stock ob- 
tained by Mr. Ward in exchange for 
1,000,000 shares of B stock in the bak- 
ing corporation and deposited with the 
securities corporation as collateral for 
a loan. The plaintiffs seeks td cancel

PARIS, June 2.—The negotiations for 

the conclusion of a WBuropean iron 


and steel trust will continue on a larger 


scale until the middle of June, when a 
convention will be held in Switzerland 
which will include France, Belgium, 
Luxemburg, the Sarre, Germany, and 
several newcomers — Austria, Poland 
and Czechoslovakia. This development 
results from the German activities to 
broaden the field they want covered by 
the control of production and exports. 
It was realized in the course of private 
conversations between German and Si- 
lesian steelmakers and Cen’ EBuro- 
pean representatives and is ed to 
extend the negotiations throughout 
whole of_Europe, with the exception of 
Great Britain and Scandinayia, which 
are still holding aloof. ‘ 

There are several explanations of 
Germany’s restless attempts to bind 
the European steelmakers to a general 
agreement on -production and market- 
ing. First is the fact that the His- 
pano-German trade treaty shows im- 
portant increases in the Spanish im- 
port duties on German steel products 
in retaliation for the German customs 
increase on luxury goods. The second 
is that the Germans are about to suc- 
ceed in bringing within the Krupp 
group a number of metallurgical plants 
in South Russia. 

A special German commission went 
last week to Moscow, whence it will 
proceed with a Russian official to 
Kharkov and visit the Alexandrovsk, 
Briansk, _Drojkovsk, “Makelvsy, Pe- 
trovsk, |_Enakievsk and other mills. 
With the Russian mills operating as 
auxiliaries*to German production, while 
remaining outside the European agree- 
ment, it might alter the proportions 
eventually agreed.upon by other coun-. 
tries. Another important development 
is the acquisition of the shares of the 
Alpine Montan firm by the German 
Vereinigte Stahlwerke, which has ap- 
pointed several directors on the board 
of the Austrian company. 

At the same time news from Aus- 
trian. sources announces the intention 
of the Alpine Montan to extinguish a 
number of furnaces and close several 
rolling mils, due to —— sales of 
French and Belgian steel in Austria, 
sales favored by the decline in the 
franc..

WARSAW, June .2 (#).—President- 
elect Moscicki was extolled today in 
an interview. which Marshal Pilsudski 
granted to the press.

Marshal Pilsudski met Professor 
Moscicki, who is well known as a sci- 
entist-and inventor, during his young 
days in Switzerland when the Marshal 
was a guest in the Professor’s home. 
Mme. Moscicki, said Pilsudski, is an

TO REORGANIZE FINANCES, 


Poland Gets American Experts to 
Advise New Government. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June :2.—Dr. Edwin 
W. Kemmerer, Professor of Economics 
and Finance at Princeton and Presi- 
dent of the American Economic Asso- 
ciation, will sail for Poland the mid- 
dle of June as the head of a mission 
of experts to make a thorough study 
of the financial and economic situa- 
tion of that country. They will ad- 
vise and collaborate with the Polish 
Government in an effort to work out 
and apply a comprehensive financial 
and economic policy for Poland. 

Plans for the work of this mission 
have been going forward for several 
months through Jan (Ciechanowski, 
the Polish Minister at Washington. 
Recent events in Poland, resulting in 
a change’ of Government, have not af- 


fected the plans, it was stated by the 
legation. 

“The immediate confirmation by the 
new Polish Government of the ar- 
rangements under which Professor 
Kemmerer will head a mission ‘com- 
posed of foremost American experts 
in the various branches of finance,’’ 
the legation stated, “is ample evidence 
of ithe determination of Poland to 
formulate and carry intp effect a com- 
prehensive program of State finance.”

GOODING BILL PRESSED. 


Railway Loan Relief Measure Would 
Help C., M. & St. P. Rehabilitation.

WASHINGTON, June 2. — Strong 
pressure is being brought to bear-on 
Senators for the passage of the Good- 


ing bill, now on the calendar, author- 
izing a reduction of the interest rate 
and the extension of the life of loans 
in excess’ of $300,000,000 advanced to 
railroads by the Government following 
control. 
The New Haven system and other car- 
riers in New England are concerned. 

The Gooding bill provides that the 
rate of interest on these loans shall 
be reduced from 6 per cent. to not 
less thon 4% per cent., and that the 
date of such obligations about to 
mature shall be extended for a period 
of thirty years. 

One of the principal arguments made 
in behalf of the bill is the relief it 
would afford the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, which is now in the hands 
ofa receiver. This road owes the 
Government. about $55,000,000. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, some 
weeks ago, informed the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, which re- 
ported the Gooding bill, that its pas- 
sage would be of great benefit to many 
debtor railroads, which at present are 
unable to find credit. It was repre- 
sented in behalf of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul that if its debts 
were extended the receivers would be 
relieved of he necessity of costly re- 
funding opc ations and the stockhold- 
ers of assessments. 

Secretary Mellon takes the position 
that as the cost of money to the Gov- 
ernment has dropped it would only be 
fair to allow a reduction of interest 
on the railroad debts. 

The Republican Steering Committee 
has been asked t@ include the Gooding 
bill in its legislative program.

Experts Propose Regulation of 
Auto Parking and Greater 
Use of Buses. 


TAXIS ‘CALLED WASTEFUL 


Half of Them Cruising About Empty 
Wifén Count Was Taken, Engi- 
neers Are Told. 


Transportation specialists addressing 
the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers last evening at the Engineering 
Societies Building, 33 West Thirty- 
ninth Street, agreed that the addition 
of traffic arteries will not solve the 
problem of passenger traffic in cities 
so much as regulation of parking and 
similar methods of utilizing the avail- 
able thoroughfares. 

John A. Miller Jr., associate editor 
of The Electric Railway Journal, said: 

“The use of the public streets for the 
storage of private automobiles is toler- 
ated only because.of an exaggerated 
idea of their importance in the general 
transportation plan. Traffic counts in 
several large cities show that public 
transportation vehicles are carrying 
upward of 75 per cent. of the total 
traffic although they constitute only 
about 15 per cent. of the total number 
of vehicles. -A check made of thirteen 
leading stores in New York during a 
busy shopping hour showed that of 
35,252 customers only 813 came by pri- 
vate automobile or taxicab. The others 
came by street car, subway or bus. 

“Most wasteful of all vehicles used 
in passenger transportation ts the tax- 
icab. Investigations made at various 
locations in New York indicate that 
the average load is only 0.83 passen- 
ger. Approximately half the taxicabs 
were cruising without passengers.” 

He suggested reduction or elimina- 
tion of parking and substitution of 
buses in many instances in place of 
private automobiles and taxicabs. 

Worthington G. Strait, Vice Presi- 
dent of the New York Railway Com- 
pany, spoke for the Traffic Committee 
of Manhattan Street Railways. 

“We believe that parking  2ught to 
be confined to one side of one-way 
streets, and that it ought to be pro- 
hibited on thoroughfares south of 
Sixty-fifth Street, where street cars 
and permanently established bus lines 
operate,”’ he said. 

“The merchants, or some of them, 
are the principal champions of park- 
ing. They are so solicitous of the 
luxurious comfort of the lady who 
drives up to their stores in a private 
sedan that they inadvertantly are do- 
ing their utmost to make their stores, 
and in fact the entire mid-town sec- 


tion, inaccessible to the thousands of 
her sisters who travel by foot and 
public conveyance. Their attitude, if 
continued, will result, sooner or later, 
in causing a general decentralization 
of retail business.”’ é 

Other speakers favored signal lights 
operated in succession to allow traffic 
to move at a fixed speed instead of 
stopping at regular intervals, abolition 
of parking on the heavily-traveled 
sides of streets during rush hours and 
more attractive means of moving traf- 
fic by street railways, to attract the 
taxicab and private car users.

AUCTION .DUE ‘TOMORROW 


Marshal Guards Premises, While 
Fate of Club’s Two Pet Cats 
_, Appears in Doubt. 


A notice pasted on the front door 
ef the Embassy Club at 595 Fifth 
Avenue ealed last night that the 
contents of the club which was formed 
about a year ago fo “provide the sort 
of exclusive night club atmosphere 
written. of by Michael Arlen and other 
historians of Mayfair,’’ would go under 
the auctioneer’s hammer tomorrow 
morning, to satisfy a levy. 

The club closed its doors to the 
pleasure seekers early Saturday morn- 
ing, according to a representative of 
Marshal George J. Hirsch, .who was 
detailed to guard the premises pend- 
ing the sale. The notice showed that 
it had been obtained in the Ninth Dis- 
trict Municipal Court on Saturday by 
Henry Silverman and Joseph Meltzer. 

It was reported that these men were 
the yew owners of the building, 
formerly the Benjamin Brewster resi- 
dence, and that they had taken the 
action because of inability to get $3,000 
from the club which they claimed was 
due them in rent. 

The representative of the Marshal’s 
office said that a Miss Alice King, an 
official of the club had called there 
several times since the notice was put 
in place and had asserted that ‘‘the 
lawyers were to blame for the whole 
thing.”” The woman was particularly 
anxious about the welfare of two cats 
*‘Brownie”’ and ‘‘Whitey,” which had 
been left to roam the once gay cor- 
ridors. On her visit last night, accord- 
ing to the Marshal’s guard, she told 
him that “everything would be all 
right tomorrow.” ' 

The club let it be known some time 
ago that it expected to close for the 
season on July 1. It was -roported that 
when the building changed hands, the 
new owners announced their intention 
‘of tearing it down at once. The club 
officials were said to have refused to 
pay the rent for June on the ground 
that they could not occupy the build- 
ing during its demolition. 

The formation of the club came after 
a factional fight which divided New 
York society into two rival camps. The 
degree of exclusiveness of the club, 
modeled after the Embassy Club: of 
London, was the bone of .contention. 
A group headed by Frank Crownin- 
shield wanted the club to make very 
careful selection of its members. An- 
other-group headed by Mrs. Richard T. 
Wilson favored a more liberal policy. 
Eventually Mrs. Wilson's group won 
out by obtaining the charter of an 
embassy club which had flourished for 
a short time several years*before and 
then had disappeared, retaining only 
the charter bearing the. treasured 
name. 

The Embassy Club, under the aegis 
of Mrs. Wilson and her. committee,

QUESTIONS ON LIVING 


Citizens’ Committee Gets Large 
Response to Questionnaire in 
Salary Inquiry. 


a * 
More than 18,000 questionnaires sent 


out by the Citizens Committee in its, 


investigation of teachers’ salaries 
have been returned to the committee’s 
statisticians, fu@y answered. The re- 
turns represent 55 to 60 per cent. of 
the total ‘number of inquiry blanks 
distributed to the city’s 30,000 educa- 
tors, and, according to Dr. J. R. Mc- 
Gaughy, director of the survey, such 
a response is unusual. 

“The questions coming under tke 
cost of living data, in which the 
teacher is asked to give the approxi- 
mate cost of board and lodging, have 
been criticized here and there on the 
ground of being too personal,’”’ said 
Dr. McGaughy last ‘night, ‘‘but in a 
summary study of the first few thou- 
sand reports that haye come to ‘my 
desk I find that almost without. ex- 
ception teachers. have answered fully 
and candidly these very questions. 

“The questionnaire will yield: valu- 
able and pertinent information never 
before obtained as to the actual living 
‘ conditions of teachers, their profes- 
sional preparation and other related 
facts upon which to base for the first 
time a scientifically prepared salary 
,schedule. The recommendations based 
on this-data will be- made public to 
the municipal authorities so they may 
have available a sound and scientific 
dasis for the preparation of an ade- 
quate salary schedule for teachers.” 

The work of \ getting; the reports 
ready for tabulation is being done by 
ae clerical staff under the direction of 
Dr, McGaughy at Teachers College, 
Columbia University. This task, it is 


estimated, will take from a week to 
ten ‘days. ‘

VENEZUELAN MINIST ER 
HONORED AT LUNCHEON 


Dr. Carlos Grisanti, Recently Ap- 
pointed, Is Entertained by. 
Pan-American Society. 


A. luncheon ‘in honor of Dr. Carlos 
Grisanti, recently appointed Minister 
from Venezuela, was held yesterday at 
India House in Hanover Square under 
the auspices of the Pan-American So- 
ciety of the’ United Stateg. Fifty mem- 
bers of the society prominent in for- 
eign banking and commercial circles 
attended the luncheon, at which Severo 
Mallet-Prevost, President of the soci- 
ety, presided. 

In introducing the Venezuelan Min- 
ister Mr. Mallet-Prevost referred to 
three occasions which had called for 
the application of the Monroe Doctrine 
by the United States. The first of 
these, he said, was the French inter- 
vention in Mexico, when the United 
States made representations to France 
which resulted in the withdrawal of 
French troops from Mexico, The sec- 
ond was the dispute between Venezuela 
and Great Britain regarding the mouth 
of the Orinoco River, and the third the 
attempt of various European nations 


to coerce Venezuela in 1902 to pay cer- 
tain claims alleged’to be due them. 

In his response Dr. Grisanti ac- 
knowledged the disinterested character 
of the assistance rendered by the 
United States to his country in 1895 
and 1902. With reference to the latter 
incident he emphasized the correctness 
of Venezuela's attitude in requiring 
that international claims against her 
should be submitted to arbitration. 

The speaker dwelled upon’ the friend- 
ly relations existing between Venezuela 
and the United States, and congratu- 
lated the members of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Society for the work they were 
doing’ to further the cordial relations 
between the two countries.

TENDING OF TROLLEYS 


IS DELAYED AGAIN 


Court Continues Order Staying 
. Discontinuance of Cars on the 
Westchester Street Railroad. 


BUS COMPANY READY SOON 


Company 
Expects to Have Its Systems in 
Operation Next Week. 


_Thé appeal of creditors of the West- 
chester Street Raflroad Company to 
enjoin Leverett S. Miller, the receiver, 
from discontinuing service on the 
trolley lines until the property is sold 
will be argued before. the Appellate 
Division in Brooklyn on, June U. The 
court announced yesterday that in the 
meantime the stay would be operative. 

The announcement was made later in 
the day that trolley, service would be 
maintained in White Plains, Scarsdale 


and Tarrytown for the next several 
days until arrangements are completed 
for the operation of motor buses by the 
County Transportation Company, a 
subsidiary of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company, 
which has just obtained franchise 
rights covering extensive bus routes in 
Westchester County. 

Announcement was also made that 
the Westchester Street Railroad Com- 
pany would continue to operate its 
cars.. The regson assigned was lack 
of substitute transportation facilities. 

The sale of the property of the West- 
chester Street’ Railroad Company was 
ordered in mortgage foreclosure pro- 
ceedings brought by the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company of Manhat- 
tan, as trustee for the holders of 
‘bonds amounting to $225,000, which are 
long overdue. When Justice Morschau- 
ser last week granted an order per- 
mitting the receiver -to discontinue 
operations on May 31 the creditors at 
once applied to the. Appellate Division 
in Brooklyn for a restraining order. 
They maintained that to stop the oper- 
ation of cars would damage the prop- 
erty and injure their interests. 


Fear Damage to Property. ; 


In affidayits filed with the Court it 
is alleged that if the receiver were al- 
lowed to discontinue service on the 
lines before the property was sold 
there would be “immediate ari irre- 
parable damage,” Mr. Miller, the re- 
ceiver, is President of the Westchester 
& Boston Railroad and also of 


the County Transportation Company; 
which has just obtained the bus fran- 
chise. The trolley company has been 
operating under modified franchises 
which permitted the collection of 10- 
cent fares in several zones. . These 
higher fare modifications expired on 
May 31. It was contended by Mr. Mil- 
ler that money was lost under the in- { 
creased zone rates and that if opera- 
tion was continued there would be a 
loss of about $1,500 a week. 

The County Transportation Company 
obtained its greatest bus franchise vic- 
tory on Tuesday night, when the Com- 
mon Counsel of White Plains granted 
the right to operate vehicles along 
routes abandoned by the trolleys in 
that city. This franchise gave the bus 
company control of a system of motor 
bus operation throughout Westchester 
from Tarrytown to the shores of Long 
Island Sound. 

With the exception of the village of 
Elmsford, the necessary consents to 
operate have been or will be obtained 
by the company, which for the last 
five months has been engaged in keen 
competition. with the Westchester 
Motor Transfer Company. 


May Be in Operation Next Week. 


Experimental runs have been made 
by the buses of the new company 
through Tarrytown and other districts. 
It is expected that unless legal pro- 
ceedings are~ instituted by rival bus 
operators, who may charge infringe- 
ment of their rights due to the neces- 
sary paralieling of somé of the routes, 
bus service will be under way 
from White Plains, as the ‘“‘thub com- 
munity,”’ to Tarrytown, Scarsdale and 


Service will be 
oneck, Larchmont, Rye, Harrison and 
Port Chester as soon as the necessary 
consents have been received from 
thcse municipalities, all of which have 
signified their favoring of the Miller 
company. 

Forty buses will be in operation. 
Twenty-minute headway over all lines, 
so that connections can be made at 
stations of the New York, Westches- 
ter & Boston Railroad, both on the 
Mamaroneck and White’ Plains Divi- 
sions, will be established. 

The establishment of the bus system 
in the county gives the New Haven 
Railroad Company virtual control of 
all. transportation facilities from Long 
Island Sound to the Harlem. Division 
of the New York Central Railroad, to- 
gether with an extension to the Hud- 
son River by the substitution of a bus 
route for the trolley line from White 
Plains to Tarrytown.

FLEXIBLE TARIFF PLAN 
IS FAVORED BY LEWIS 


It Could Be Made Workable by 
Changes in the Law, Says 


Former Commissioner. 


Special to The New York Tires. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—David J. 
Lewis, Maryland Democrat and a for- 
mer Tariff Commissioner, who was 
asked by President Coolidge for an 
undated resignation at the time he was 
reappointed in September, 1924, again 
took the stand at today’s hearing by 
the Senate committee investigating the 
commission. 

Virtually all of Mr. Lewis’s testi- 
mony concerned recommendations for 
changes in the administrative laws of 
the commission. He urged that the 
commission report to Congress instead 
of to the President, and also suggested 
confining the commission’s personnel 


to two jurists, two economists and two 


publicists. 

He favored retention of the flexible 
rates clause, which, he declared, could 
be made effective by changes in the 
law, and proper appointments to the 
commission. 

In a brief reference to troubles 
wtihin the commission, Mr. Lewis said 
that although President Harding ap- 
proved the sugar inquiry, Chairman 
Marvin and Commissioner Burgess re- 
peatedly tried to block it. Mr. Marvin 
attempted a dozen times, he stated, 
to have the matter referred to an ad- 
visory board—a course which Mr. Lewis 
thought would have been as foolish as 
returning a case to a grand jury after 
a trial jury was ready to take testi- 


mony. 
The hearing adjourned until Monday.

There have been no 
conferences between the corporation 
officials and members of the Confer- 
ence Board, but it is intimated that 
meetings will be arranged later. 


Tells of Campanies’ Losses. 


“In the thirty-month period between 
Oct. 1, 1923, and April 1, 1926," Mr. 


Boylan said, ‘‘Public Service Railway 
Company and Public Service Railroad 
Company failed to earn operating ex- 
penses and fixed charges by a total 
amount of $1,797,744. 

“In the same period Public Service 
Transportation Company failed to earn 
even operating expenses by $1,736,473. 
The three companies together thus 
show a loss for the period of $3,534,217.

Another Unprinted Letter of First 
President Ordering Wine Is 
Brought to Light.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—That Gen- 
eral George Washington wrote’ to 
Count de Grasse, the Admiral who 
commanded the French fleet at the 
siege of Yorktown, a letter bearing 
date of May 15, 1783; similar in_con- 
tents to the one cabled last night to 
Tue New YoRK Truss from Paris, was 
confirmed today from official records. 
The original draft of the letter, as 
prepared by Colonel Jonathan Trum- 
bull Jr., military aid and secretary to 
General Washington, for signature by 
the latter, is carefully preserved by 
the Manuscript Division of the Library 
of Congress, where it was copied to- 
day by a representative of THz Times. 
The “Father of His Country” was 
very careful and precise about his cor- 
respondence. If he made a mistake 
he usually turned the letter over to a 
secretary to .be copied as cerrected. 
Then the copy as signed by Washing- 
ton was dispatched, while the cor- 
rected original, written by Washing- 
ton, was retained for his own files. . 
De Grasse Captured by Rodney. 
‘Whether the letter found in Paris is 
genuine is something, experts in 
Washingtoniana at the library as- 
serted, that could not be determined 
without examination of the original 
paper. But it was stated that, since 
Trumbull’s original draft of such a let- 
ter has been preserved, the letter un- 
covered at Paris would probably be 
found to be genuine. 
® The Paris version of the letter to 
Ge Grasse is shorter and differs in 
phraseology from the Trumbull draft. 
Whether thése differences are due to 
translation or to Washington having 
shortened and revamped the Trumbull 
draft is a matter that. cannot be de- 


Since the Trumbull draft is part of 
Washington’s own record of his cor- 
respondence it is considered authentic. 
Washington was exceedingly scrupu- 
lous about his correspondence, keeping 
copies of every important letter. 
It is doubted here that Washington 
ever rewrote the Trumbull draft; 
otherwise a revised copy would have 
bec> retained. The differences in 
wording are believed to be due to 
freedom of translation and to omis- 
sions from the French version, as 
cabled, of portions of the letter. 
Examination of printed collections of 
Washington's letters in the library 
showed that his letter to de Grasse 
‘had not been published. 
On May 15, 1783—the day Trumbull 
drafted the letter for Washington to 
sign—Washington was encamped at 


Cornwallis at Yorktown in October, 
1781, to the Franco-American army, 
assisted by the French fleet under de 
Grasse, had virtually ended the war. 
But, meanwhile, the French fleet of 
twenty-nine vessels sailéd to the West 
Indies, where de Grasse on April 12, 
1782, met the English fleet under Rod- 
ney, who signally defeated him and 
carried his prisoner to London. 


Sought Letters for: Defense. 


De Grasse had written to Washing- 
ton during the Revolution and the lat- 
ter had replied. All this correspon- 
dence went down to the bottom of the, 
Caribbean with the Ville de Paris, his 
warship, when that vessel was sunk. 
Upon his return to France charges of 
incapacity and treason were brought 
against de Grasse, and, although he 
was exonerated, he never again held 
high naval command. 
‘or use in his own defense, de Grasse 
wrote to Washington asking for certi- 
fied copies of his lost ‘“‘correspon- 
dence” with Washington. 
‘The Count’s letter reached the Amer- 
ican -Commander-in-Chief | while he 
was at Newburgh, and he directed 
Colonel Trumbull to draft a reply. A 
copy of this was made and signed by 
Washington and sent to de Grasse, 
with the certified copies he~ had 
sought. ;

“TWO STILL MISSING 


‘FROM SUNKEN SHIP 


Police, Divers and Husband 
_Find No Trace of Mrs. Hoag 
‘and Her 3-Year-Old Girl. 











MESSBOY REPORTED GONE 


|Deckhand Says Woods Was Asleep 
When Crash Came—No Bodies 
.Found In Wreck. 


No trace/ was found yesterday of 
Mrs. Arthur Lynn Hoag of 3,234 
Eighty-third Street, Jackson Heights, 
and her three-year-old daughter, Mary, 
who have been missing since the sink- 
ing of the Hudson River Day Line 
steamboat Washington Irving, on 
which they were passengers. 

The hope that they might be alive 
and. in a hospital or sanitarium be- 
came faint yesterday when ‘a search 
by the Bureau of Missing Persons 
failed to reveal any evidence of them. 
Three divers went through the sunken 
ship, which lies off Pier 9 on the New 
Jersey side of the Hudson, but they 
found no bodies. 

The reports of officers, crew and 
passengers convinced officials of the 
line on Tuesday that nod one had been 
Arowned. but General Manager A. V. 
Olcott of the Hudson River Day Line 
said yesterday that the hope of find- 
ing the mother and child alive was 
now very dim. 


Not Seen in Water. 


‘They certainly were not seen strug- 
gling in the water,’’ said Mr.‘ Olcott, 
“and it is difficult to see how they 
could have fallen in without being 
seen. It is possible that they went 
down with the boat. We are having 
divers make a thorough search, but 
there are no indications that any one 
drowned with the ship. Still, when 
two days have passed and Mrs. Hoag 
and the child are still absent, the 
chance that they are living must be 
admitted to very slight.” 

Mr, Olcott said that B. Woods, a 
negro messboy, has not been accounted 
for, but that it. was rfot-certain he 
was on the boat when it left Des- 
brosses Street pier. He said ‘Woods 
had been reprimanded for an infrac- 
tion of the rules and might have left 
the ship,considering himself dismissed. 
According to his cousin, Martha Cato, 
who lives at his home at 185 Concord 
Street, Brooklyn, a friend of his called 
‘“Texas,”’ who was employed onthe 
Washington Irving as a deckhand, said 
Woods was trapped asleep in a cabin 
far down in the boat. 


Believes Weods Drowned. 


The friend described to her, she said, 
how Woods had left the kitchen of 
the vessel and gone off to sleep in an 
adjoining room. After the collision 
**Texas’’ said he tried to reach Woods, 
but the water was too high for him to 
enter the room. As the water rose still 
j bigher he had no'doubt that the mess- 
boy was drowned. 

The divers found a hole twenty-one 
feet long and three feet wide where 
the side of the Washington Irving had 
been stove in by the oil barge which 
was towed by the tugboat Thomas E. 
Moran. They were not sure whether 
the shock had sprung any of the ship’s 
plates or caused other secondary in- 
juries. If the hole in the side is the

Dr. Hoag Searches in Vain. 


Dr. Lynn Arthur Hoag, who was at- 
tending a convention of physicians at 
Buffalo, when he feceived word that 
.| his wife and one of their three chil- 
dren were missing, arrived here yes- 
terday and started ‘a search of his 
own, but without success. 

Both the Hudson River Day Line and 
the Moran Towing Company have been 
questioning, witnesses and gathering 
evidence to establish responsibility for 
the accident (but it was said yester- 
day that it would be premature to say 
whether a suit for damages would be 
instituted. : 

The sinking of the Washingtor Ir- 
ving inflicted a loss of more than 
$1,000,000 on the Hudson River Day 
Line and the underwriters. The dam- 
age to the oil barge was estimated at 
$8,000. The fact that a heavy fog over- 
hung the river at the time of the acci- 
dent complicates the question from 
the legal side. 

Mr. Olcott said yesterday that Cap- 
tain Deming of the Washington Irving 
had blown his whistle to warn off the 
oil barge, but that the warning failed 
to be effective. He said, however, that 
he’ was not ready to give an opinion 
as to the cause of the accident and 
that the Day ‘Line ‘would await the 
report of the United States Steamboat 
In tors and the underwriters before 
deciding. what course to pursue. 


FREIGHTER SINKS A SCOW. 


Crew of Vessel Making Borings for

LCRUELTY OF RIFFIANS 
EXPOSED BY SOLDIERS 


Released Prisoners of War Tell of 
Almost Daily Murders of 
Captives.

FEZ, June 2.—Terrible stories of tor 
ture, suffering and cruel murder of 
Spanish prisoners by the Riffians are 
being told by the survivors who have 
been brought here to the French army 
hospitals. Names and dates are given 
substantiating these accounts and sup- 
porting a local demand that Abd-el 
Krim be imprisoned for life and not 
allowed his freedom of exile in a 
French villa. 

During the period in which the Oudje 
peace conference was arranged and 
even while it was in progress the re- 
leased men say there were almost daily 
murders of prisoners. 

When they were being marched 
from one place to another those who 
were too ill to keep in line were dis- 
patched where they fell. 

Twenty-two officers and noncoms 
were killed during April and so com- 
plete was the final massacre of Span- 
ish officers that there appears not one 
left to be released. 

Among the victims was Lieutenant 
Fernando Herraiz, son of one of the 
most prominent families in Spain, 
whose mother, an intimate friend of 
the Queen, waited at Oudja through- 
out the whole conference in the hope 
of seeing her son released. . Lieutenant 
Herraiz, it is stated by Spanish sol- 
diers, was beaten to death with rifle 
butts on April 28. 

The Riffian explanation of the deaths 
of prisoners is that they were due to 
typhus. ‘ 


PARIS, June 2 (#).—The Petit Pari- 
sien quotes a Rabat (Morocco) news- 
paper as saying that Abd-el-Krim, the 
surrendered Riffian chief, will prob- 
ably be exiled to Corsica. 


RABAT, June 2 (#).—French troops

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Coincident 
with his introduction of a bill in the 
Senate today setting aside a site in the 
District of Columbia for a statue of 
Albert Gallatin, Senator Walsh of Mon- 
tana eulogized the public services of 
the man who served nearly thirteen 
years bs Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Senator compared the careers 
of Alexander Hamilton and Gallatin, 
pointed out that both were of alien 
birth and that each attained fame as 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

“Whether it was due to environment 
or to the native bent of his charac- 
ter,” said Senator Walsh, ‘Gallatin 
became the outstanding antagonist of 
Hamilton in the fierce political con- 
troversies that raged during the lat- 
ter of the Administration of 
Washington and throughout that of 
Adams.’ 

When Jefferson became President 
after the wreck of the Federal Part 
fromrédissensions within the party, he 
appointed Gallatin as head of the 
Treasury, a post to which he was 
entitled because of his pre-eminence 
as a financier, the Senator said. 

“His long service in that place is 
by no means, however, his sole claim 
to the grateful memory of his coun- 
trymen,” Mr. Walsh continued. “His 
fame rests as ‘well upon his career in 
the field of diplomacy in which for 
sixteen years he served with such con- 
spicuous success that he was continued 
in a post of.the first rank through the 
Administration of John Quincy Adams, 
though they were not allied politically. 

“His biographer, another member of 
the celebrated Adams family, asserts 
that he was the first debater and par- 
liamentarian of his day, among the 
first of all American financiers, the 
first among the diplomats of his time, 
the first as a writer and authority on 
political economy in America. Lik 
Franklin and Jefferson, science was a 
hobby with him and he became the 
father of American ethnology. Closing 
his diplomatic career he became a suc- 
cessful banker, and when over 80 years 
of age was again tendered the office 
of Secretary of the Treasury."’

many bad boys. 

Ramsay MacDonald admitted that a 
Government faced with such an emer- 
gency as the general strike was bound 
to ask for emergency powers, and a 
Labor Government in the same posi- 
tion would have done the same. 


, Condemn Magistrates’ Expressions. 


Emphasizing the good temper which 
prevailed during the strike, however, 
he questioned the usefulness of its 
continuance. He also complained that 
mot only had Magistrates imposed 
grossly unequal sentences for similar 
effenses, but had made observations 
from the bench reflecting upon public 
policy and the strike, which he said, 
was a grossly improper proceeding. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, fortified by’ an admission 
by Commander Kenworthy, Liberal, 
that he had not acted as tyrannically 
@s was expected, replied that the 
emergency was exactly the same as 
when it was originally declared, and- 
that all parties had agreed that the 
Government must take emergency 
powers in such circumstances. He gave

oined with Ramsay MacDonald in a 

lunt deprecation of unjudicial re- 
marks from the Magisterial benches. 


Labor Members Silenced. 


David Buchanan, Labor member for

“Certainly not,” replied the Speaker, 

|and he proceeded to put the formal 
question whether an address should be 
sent to the King thanking him for his 
message declaring the existence of a 
state of emergency. 

MacLean, Kirkwood, Stephen and 
Buchanan, Labor members from Scot- 
land, promptly arose, amid crief or. or- 
der, and protested against the question 
being put. 

Kirkwood, after being called to order 
for irrelevance, was told by the speak- 
er to “sit down.’”’ 

Stephen called the Ministry ‘‘a scab 
Government.” 

Westwood, labor member from 
Peebles, was also called to order for 
his reference to the King, and Mac- 
Lean and Buchanan shared the fate of 
Kirkwood. 

The question was then passed by a 
majority of 149 votes.

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CHANGING VIEWS OF THE DEBT. 


The House of Representatives has 
not rushed through its approval of 


the war debt settlement with France. 
Ample time for discussion was given. 
The debate did not perhaps ‘change 
votes, but it gave occasion for the 
‘expression of changed views about the 
whole question of the war debts. 


Violent cries that France is trying to 


cheat her creditors are still uttered by 
a few, but ‘they are a diminishing 
number. No one longer has the hardi- 
hood to stand up in Congress and de- 
mand that the last centime be exacted 
from. the French people. Even ex- 
tremists admit that there must be a 
compromise; that ability to pay should 
be determined in a large way; and 
that, no matter how large or small 
may be the payments coming to the 
United States Treasury on account of 
the war loans, for a long time Ameri- 
cans themselves will haye to carry s 
part of the interest.charges on the 
bohds issued’ to raise money for the 
expenses of the war. 

On one point there is almost uni- 
versal agreement in Congress. It is 
that a settlement of some kind is 
imperative. Even a bad agreement is 
better than none at all. Our Govern- 
mént has nearly completed the funding 

, of all the war debts, and it ts ex- 
tremg¢ desirable that the last un- 
settled account be sponged’ off the 
slate. Left there, it will be a source 
of wliicertainty and friction. By all 
means let all the debts be got out of 
“the: way for at least a period of years 
by the most reasonable agreements 
that can be secured. Then we shall 
have time to turn around, catch our 
breath, and survey the whole future 
prospect in a calmer and more equable 
spirit. 

Looking -back ta the time when the 
question of collecting the war debts 
first became prominent in this country, 
no one can fail to note the slow change 
of opinion that has taken Place. For 
a time nearly every man was “for re- 
* quiring the payment of every cent. 
Some. people held that, most of the 
war debts should bé cancelled as 
merely a contribution which America 
made to the Allies before she was 
able to send over a fighting army. 
But this view found little sympathy. 
Yet. the: slow process of educating 
‘the public has gone on. Business men, 
bankers, captains .of industry, manu- 
facturers and exporters, as well as 
economists and experts in foreign ex- 
change, have been quietly and in vari- 
ous ways helping to bring about: an 
altered view, Latterly the matter has 
assumed the appearance not of a sac- 
Pifice. to be asked of Americans, but 
of a step to be taken by them in en- 
lightened self-interest. The war debts 
ought to be thought of as merely a 
part of the great and complex problem

It 1s no 
longer a question for the politicians 
to toy with! Even the group-infested 
Chamber of Députies sees the need of 
giving the Government at least .a 
working majority, however mixed po- 
litically, until the financial nettle has 
been firmly grasped. To this French 
endeavor our people cannot afford to 
“be indifferent. They should help on 
French recuperation. One way to do 
it would be quickly to agree to the 
French, war debt settlement. That 
done, in Paris as well as in Washing- 
ton, the temporary financial aid in 
the shape of foreign loans. which 
the French Government needs would 
quickly be forthcoming. 
—— — — — — 
_ ECONOMY AND SUBSIDY. 

Last week Senator McNary of Ore- 
gon, one of the joint patrons of the 
great subsidy to farmers so cruelly 
rejected by the majority of both parties 
in the House, spoke pathetically of the 
need of passing a farm relief bill so 
that the. House might have time to 
consider it. On Tuesday the Senate 
consented to give the rank of unfin- 
ished business to the farm-relief meas- 
ure in which Mr. McNary seeks to 
gather’ up the disject members of his 
project for making the United States 
Treasury pay some hundreds of. mil- 
liohs for the political account of cer- 
tain Congressmen. It seems to be 
agreed that, in its rawest form, in- 
sisted upon by the farm bloc, it has no 
chance of passing, even in the Senate, 
The bid offered the Southern cotton 
raisers was not very effective in the 
House; and the more judicious South- 
ern Senators, like CaRTER GLass, are 
thoroughly opposed to the vicious 
features dearest to its most active 
partisans. 

Unlimited amendment and unlimited 
debate seem to lie before it, On the 
very day that it assumed the status of 
unfinished business President CooLipcE 
dwelt significantly upon the necessity 
of severe economy. Otherwise, in 
view of the diminution of revenue to 
be expected from the tax reductions 
operating next year, a deficit may 
then be looked for. If Congress 
chooses to indulge in extravagant 
appropriations for political effect, it is 
clearly intimated that the President 
will veto them. This is a definite an- 
swer to the insulting prediction. of 
“Jim” Watson the other day that 
Mr. Coo.ipce would sign, a bill of 
the Haugen-McNary sort if Congress 
passed it. In a larger sense, however, 
it is a reassertion of the great policy 
of economy which Mr: Cootipcs forced 
on his own party and then on the 
Democrats. It is a national policy, 
nationally approved; formerly en- 
dorsed by the Indiana _Republicans 
who are trying to break it down by a 
largess to the farmers, 

A farmers’ dole is regional_and polit- 
ical, a false temporary remedy for a 
temporary condition much exaggerated 
by rhetoric. They are deadly oppo- 
sites. The one excludes the other. 
There are objections enough to the 
Haugén-McNary. scheme, but this ob- 
jection is sufficient. It violates the 
principle of economy to which the 
Government and people are committed. 
Nakedly stated, it is a grant of money 
in consideration of votes. j a. 

— — —— —— — 
ARMAMENTS AND “ RESOURCES.” 

Doubtless, as was once said of re- 
sumption, the way to disarm is tofais- 
arm. Yet when Sweden insists on in- 
cluding under armaments ‘‘ the moral 
and physical prowess of peoples’’ 
when Franée adds chemical factories 
and industrial equipment generally; 
when Holland insists upon the mill- 
tary value of dikes and fog-horhs, 
pigs and chickens, the result is some- 
thing more than ‘opera bouffe,”’ as 
the British at Geneva called it. No 
trutL has been more deeply stamped 
upon the minds of the nations than 
that modern wars are fought not by 
armies but by peoples, and are decided 
by the sum total of national equip- 
ment. The martial cog Gaulois had 
much to do with French morale, but 
so had his humbler hen and chickens— 
as many a hungry poilu would declare. 

On behalf of the American delega- 
tion, Admiral Jonss pointed out that 
the subject of armament reduction is 
armaments, and that the issue should 
not be clouded by . considering. also 
what: he called ‘‘ resources.” The dis- 
tinction seemed clear as crystal—until 
the. very next day, when the ques- 
tion .arose “of trained reserves of 
soldiers. Germany,. forbidden to train 
?Peserves, was all for having them con- 
sidered as armament when the army 
of France comes to’ be reduced—mak- 
ing a sharp distinction as against, for 
example, chemical factéries. But in 
the French -view, which prevailed, 
trained reserves are mere ‘“‘re-. 
| sources,’’ and thus fall into the cate- 
gory. of pigs and chickens. Before 
armaments can be reduced by reduc- 
ing them, many such lines will have 
to be drawn. More than one nation 
will feel, as Germany now feels, that 
ty has suffered an unjust discrim- 
: ination, 
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As in the well-known 
Geneva formula, “ arbitration” must 
precede “security” . 80 “security '’ 
précedés “disarmament.”? Fortunate- 
ly the September Assembly of the 
League will come before fhe final ses- 
sion of the arms conference. With the 
Locarno treaties in force and Germany 
sitting in the Council, the péace of 
Europe should be more nearly secure, 
a reduction of ‘‘ the visible materials 
of warfare’’ more nearly possible.

TRAINING AND WRITING. 

Of 433 young women who during 
their undergraduate years at a 
women’s college showed an intergst 
in writing, 200 entered upon some 
gainful occupation that involves the 
‘literary training they had. - These fig- 
ures are taken from a pamphlet com- 
piled by Professor .BuRGES . JOHNSON 
of Vassar, who wrote to- former. stu- 
dents in a friendly, informal way to 
find out what the business and profes- 
sional world offered them to. do, 
whether they found themselves well 
equipped to do it, whether they Kked 
the jobs they got, and.anything else 
that they felt like volunteering. he 
pamphlet, is made up of extracts 
from their letters, all quite chatty and 
revealing. 

A dozen different kinds of employ- 
ment requiring skill with the pen are 
discussed by the young women. News- 
paper work, publicity writing, adver- 
tising, magazine, publishing house and 
social service work and a number of 
other lines have been tried. With 
such a variety of practical experience 
it is rather surprising to find ‘these 
women united in most of their com- 
ment. They all like their jobs, usually 
for the sake of the‘ work itself, but 
sometimes because they see it leading 
to something better. One girl on 
graduation got into the titling depart- 
ment of a moving picture company. 
She is, learning to do “film conti- 
nuity,’® which she describes in detail. 
‘It’s hard on the eyes’ and terrible 
on the hands,” but she will soon have 
a chance at something less like day 
labor. Even when they like their 
jobs, they frequently leave them, not 
so often to be married, as employers 
like fo assert, but because, as one 
said, ‘‘I’ve seen what that kind of 
work is, and now I want to see 
** something else.” Only one letter 
spoke hopefully of ‘‘a chance to be- 
come one of the immovable fixtures ’’ 
of the firm. 

Another point on which they are 
agreed is the necessity for. a rich 
and varied cult@ral background. None 
of them sees much value in formal 
training in writing without knowl- 
edge of history, art, language, eco- 
nomics, chemistry—anything, in fact, 
for which the student has a leaning. 
One girl, a reporter, said her college 
work in history, philosophy and es- 
thetics had been invaluable, but the 
class in journalism not so useful. 
“I think it would be a-crime for 
** college to waste time in more prac- 


“tical training.”” This trend of ofin-. 


fon is not that of young women who 
are out to ‘‘ be literary.’’ Only three 
novels and three volumes of poetry 
have been produced by the 200. They 
are engaged in. writing to make a 
living, and they all say in one way 
or another: “It is all right for a 
“genius to aim at pure art, but since 
“most of us are merely talented, the 
** sooner we learn to fill a practical 
**need by our writing, the better.” 
¥et they feel that the great desidera- 


‘tum is “a four-year cultural course.”’ 


The technical details they need to 
learn are better acquired on the.spot; 
they vary too much to be coveréd by 
one: course in college.

“ers are more in demand than edito-

that given by this pamphlet is apt 
to contain more truth“than one got | 
up by a system of formal question- 
naires. The letters are honest, inti- |, 
mate and provocative of thought. 
Professors of both English and jour- 
nalism -will find ‘them useful; and 
the girls in their: classes‘ could dis- 
cover much in them to interest them, 
and perhaps to modify their plans.

EGYPTIAN NATIONALISTS. 

Great Britain in Egypt faces the 
problem of a popular mandate fnsisting 
upon a set of impossible demands. 
Concerning ZaGHLUL Pasha’s hold. on. 
his countrymen there can now be little 
question. His resignation in Novem- 
ber, 1924, as a result of the assassina- 


tion of the Sirdar, Sir Lez Stack, was | 


followed by Parliamentary .elections 
which, contrary to expectations, gave 


the Nationalist leader a decisive major- 


ity. The new Parliament was dis- 
solved after its first session in March, 
1925, and the Ziwar Government un- 
dertook a revision of the electoral law 
in preparation for a new test. The 
voting age was raiged to 25 years and 
then restricted to taxpayers. Full and 


unconditional . suffrage was conceded: 


only to men of 40 and over. Despite 
such precautions the recent: elections 
resulted in an overwhelming Zaghlul- 
ist majority. This is the situation 


which the British Cabinet has now 


under consideration. 

The Nationalist demands apply to 
the four reservations attached by: 
Great Britain to her recognition of 
Egypt’s independence in 1922. ‘These 
comprise continued British protection 
of the Suez Canal and -of Egypt as a 
whole against foreign aggression, the 
rights of British and foreign subjects 
in Egypt and Britain’s special position 
in the Sudan: .On these points, it is 
understood, Prime Minister BALDWIN 
shows no greater inclination to yield 
than Prime Minister MacDonacp did in 
his discussions with ZacHLUL in the 
Fall of 1924 before-the murder. of the 
Sirdar. On his return from his un- 
successful mission at that time ZaGcH- 
Lup declared. that negotiations had 
failed when he suggested to Mr. Mac- 
Donavp the transfer the defense of 
the Suez Canal to ‘the League of Na- 
tions.and insisted on the Sudan as an 
“indivisible part’’ of Egyptian terri- 
tory. British Labor policy and British 
Conservative policy thus show no 
marked difference in the face of 
irrefutable facts in Egypt. 

In the Sudan the British position is 
firmer than ever. Following upon the 
mutiny of Egyptian railway battalions 
in the Sudan,in connection with the 
Stack crisis, the Egyptian troops ‘have 
been virtually éjected from the Upper 
Nile and the protection of the country 
taken over-by the Sudanese Defense 
Force under the direct control of the 
British Governor General. Agricul- 
tural development in the Sudan has 
moved forward rapidly with the addi- 
tion of large irrigated areas adapted 
for cotton growing. Egypt herself 
has been quiet enough under a non- 
Parliamentary Cabinet. Apparently 
there has flow been addréssed to 
ZaGHLUL something like a warning 
that his choice lies between adopting 
a more moderate policy and seeing his 
second Parliament dissolved.

OUR GROWING VILLAGES. 

That the urbanization -f the United 
States has not been so rapid as a 
casual reading of the census figures 
seems to indicate, is the contention of 
Mr. Ropert W. McCuLLoucH in The 
Survey. Admitting that the relative 
decline of the rural population was 
marked between 1880 and 1920, he 
argues that the drift from the farms 
to the big cities has not been what is 

popularly supposed.. Use by the Cen- 
sus ‘Bureau of the term “‘ urban” to 
classify villages and towns of more 
than! 2,500 inhabitants is misleading 
in that ‘“‘urban’’ is usually thought 
of in connection with cities, whereas 
when this classification is subdivided 
it appears.that growth has been: by 
no means equal among villages, towns 
and cities’ of different sizes. Many 
places formerly classed as rural, as 
their population ‘was less than 2,500, 
have passed into the ‘‘ urban” classi- 
fication merely because their popula; 
tion now exceeds.that figure. A part 
of the urban growth, thérefore, may 
be said to be.in reality a mere book- | 
kéeping transaction. 


Between 1900- and 1920 about | 
4,620,000 people passed from the rural 


to-. the. furban_ classification without 
ever leaving their homes. Instead of 
the large. cities reteiving the bigger 
part of increase, places having from 
25,000 to 100,000 population had the 
greater gain. ’ Mr. McCuttoves also 
shows that the bulk of the immigrants 
settle in urdan regions. They add to 
the _ bookkeeping increase of urban

‘The average production per 
acre will ‘undoubtedly be improved as. 
‘scientific methods of farming become 
more general. But the drift from the 
farm -to>the town remains constant. 
Development of the country -as a 
whole has brought about conditions in 
which wage-earners; as Glistinguished 
‘from. persons in business for them- 
selves, feel that they are better off. in 
towns dnd cities than in villages. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


The loss of the 
Hudson River day 
boat “Washington 
Irving can be seen 
either as an appall- 
ing disaster narrowly escaped or as a 
demonstration of the skill with which 
the vessel was. handled and the effi- 
ciency with which her ofticers and-men 
controlled the passengers and got’ them 
safely ashore. The second view is the 
better, for it carries the reassuring 
implication that though accidents may 
happen in our crowded waters, ade- 
quate provisions for rescue are at 
hand. 

Since the burning ot the General 
Slocum there has been in this vicinity 
no marine calamity with a large num- 
ber of victims. The surprising thing 
is not that there is occasional trouble, 
on our waters, but that it is so infre- 
quent. Fogs on the rivers and in thé 
harbor come: often, and for a large 
part of the day navigation. is under 
the handicap of rapid and confusing 
currents. 

It is not realized, perhaps, that the 
piloting of..a. humble  ferryboat on 
either the Hudson or the East River 
requires the daily and hourly display 
of more skill in the direct manage- 
ment. of the craft than is .demanded 
from the captain of an ocean liner in 
the course of a dozen Winter voyages. 
In a fog, with the tide running fast 
and a lot of ice coming down, the man 
who takes a ferryboat across the Hud- 
s@n must be a true master of his art. 

That the Washington Irving sank so 
soon after her collision with the oil 
tanker is somewhat disquieting. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
she was built for voyages in which 
heavy seas never are encountered, and 
that the nearness of land is not to her 
the danger it is to the ocean-going

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the Senator from Idaho does not 
challenge the right of men to work 
for the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, and he so states, ‘why 
call New York disloyal? The referen- 
dum is only the first step toward its 
repeal, and if thé people of this Em- 
pire State at the coming election 
should, by a majority of a million or 
two, repudiate their former ratifica- 
tion of the amendment, then we will 
know where New York stands on pro- 
hibition. 

‘Then if States such as Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, New Jersey, 
and other States should follow New 
York, the Congressmen and Senators 
from these various States may vote 
accordingly and thus modify the law. 
In time, then, by the action of the 
States’ Legislatures, the Eighteenth 
Amendment may be repealed alto- 
gether. 

Let us hope that the day will never 
come when a dozen or so puny States, 
with an aggregate population not as 
large aa the City of New York itself, 
will even try to impose their will or 
their morals on the majority of the 
people of the United States. Senator 
Borah, you must agree with me, was 
not warranted in casting aspersion of 
disloyalty on the people of the State 
of New York, and he should be told 
that New Yorkers are. firm believers 
in the independence of their State, but 
just as loyal to this Republic of ours 
as he is.

I read with interest your editorial of May 
27, “Obiter Dicta on Crime.’* What you had 
said is no doubt true concerning the reckless 
generalization~ about criminals, though I 
should. well imagine that such a statement. 
by Warden Lawes, that only two out ‘of 
every one. hundred criminals are caught, is 
highly probable, But if the remedy would 
seem. to consist in apprehending criminals 
now erstwhile free by increasing the police 
force in proportion te crime frequency, we 
would then have to’ employ forty-nine times 
as many policemen according to your esti- 
‘mate. Sach, a pian obviously would not be 
feasible. 

I recall some time ago a prize offered by | 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime, tor | 
an essay on how to reduce crime in New 
York City. I patiently evolved an essay 
which I believe was revolutionary in char- 
acter and pointing to the basic truths in 
human psychology and a proper scientific 
attitude as a necessary step in a new crim- 
inal code. I notice the society has after 
half.a year failed to give the public its 
verdict. It is nothing but the same story of 
human: nature over again, that ponderous 
bodies move slowly and men are still slow to 
make use of new discoveries in science until 
a real conflict forces them to. Obviously, no 
one is to blame except the manifest stupid- 
ity which seems to be a part of human na- 
ture. I think that crime in general may bo 
reduced {6 the zero point when we haye a 
few scientific men in the law-making bodies 
and not so many politicians.

PLIGHT OF ‘THE MOROS.- 
‘Situation Inspires. Plea Against 
Giving’ Filipinos More Power. 

To the Editor of — k Times: 

Your on ros on the 
Warpath” recalls that after American 
soldiers had subdued the Moros and 
won their confidence by fair treat- 
ment, they surrendered their arms 
upon the promise of our representa- 
tives that we would never permit. their 
traditional enemies, the Filipinos, to be 
placed over them. Nevertheless, under 
the Harrison régime -exactly this lat- 
ter was done, our troops being prac- 
tically withdrawn and the policing of 
the Moros being turned over to the 
Filipinized constabulary, in which but 
few . American officers have bean 
permitted to:remain. Inevitably suxh 
frictions occurred that ‘some of the 
Moros took to the hills and to their 
ancient ways, requiring resubduing. 
’ But this present distressing situa- 
tion—for which our breach of faith is 
primarily responsible—points to a much 
larger issue that concerns not only the 
Moros but all the- other non-Christian 
peoples of the Philippines that have no 
voice in electing the Philippine Leg- 
islature. . 

It is axiomatic among us that self- 
control is a prerequisite to the proper 
‘|}control of others. Proven ability to 
maintain orderly self-government cer- 
tainly should be an essential prerequi- 
site to that greatest of responsibilities, 
the government of others. But those 
of us who have observed in the Philip- 
pines conditions as they really are 
know full well that whatever sem- 
blance of self-government exists there 


it is under the American flag. Haul 
that down and an incompetent and ir- 
responsible political oligarchy would 
soon lead to anarchy in the islands— 
unless another power were to step in 
to re-establish order. Indeed, we have 
the statement of the leading politico, 
Quezon, that his ilk prefer ‘‘a Govern- 
ment run like hell by Filipinos to one 
run like heaven by Americans.” 
it is to the virtual control of such 
that the misguided Jones law of 1916 
turned over the Moros and other non- 
voting tribes, said now to number over 
a million people. 

However harniful the results of too 
hasty extension to the Filipinos of the 
forms and machinery of self-govern- 
ment, it may not be desirable to re- 
strict the franchise already given. But 
I submit that until the voting peoples 
of the Philippines have developed far 
more ability to govern ‘themselves 
through their Legislature, the powers 
of their Legislature should be strictly 
limited to the areas and peoples who 
(nominally) elect the Philippine As- 
sembly, all the non-voting peoples be- 
ing put, as they desire, directly under 
the American Administration in the 
islands, somewhat as they were prior 
to 1916. For it seems nothing short of 
criminal to allow those who cannot yet 
govern themselves to govern others, 


especially when they are traditional 
enemies.

ABD-EL KADER AND FRANCE. 


How Arab Leader Hampered the 
Conquest of Algeria. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial- commenting on the 
Surrender of the Riffian leader Abd-el 
Krim mentioned the somewhat simi- 
lar surrender of a much greater Arab 
antagonist of the Fren the cele- 
brated Abd-el Kader, as having oc- 
curred about a century ago. This ear- 
lier opponent of the French’ was only 
a boy of 19 a hundred years ago, and 
did not come into prominence until 
1830, when the French began their con- 
quest of Algeria, and his surrender did 
nat take place until the end of 1847, 
which is a little more than three- 
quarters of a century ago, or to be 
exact, seventy-eight years and five 
months. 

Apd-el Kader’s full power was not 
felt until 1834, when, following two 
battles in which he was successful, the 
French General Desmichels was 
obliged to enter into a treaty which re- 
sulted in a spread of Abd-el Kader’s 
influence, which lasted for about four- 
teen years. Hostilities kept up, and a 
further peace was made with Abd-el 
Kader in 1837, in which the Arab chief- 
tain recognized the sovereignty of 
France in return for several important 
provinces. 

Abd-el Kader violated the treaty of 
1837 on a pretext two and a half years 
later and made a general attack on 
the French positions, but the French 
within the next two years began a 
eampaign so vigorous and bitter that 
the Arab forces began to lose gener- 
ally. Abd-el Kader was able, however, 
to keep up a resistance that lasted 
five more years, and he did not final- 
ly surrender to General de — — 


until Dec. 22, 1847.

Maine is to be congratulated; even if it 
is “following the leader’? with Ford— 
and he may be a good man to follow, 
too, in such practical matters. This 


Jis a very practical matter,- for the 


railroad gets its rails at lower cost 
than domestic make, the United States 
Government gets a substantial amount 
in the duties collected, and, lastly, it 
produces commerce between nations 
where, in this case, the nation from 
which came these rails is a debtor one 
to the United States. If it is claimed 
these foreign rails have deprived of 
labor a number of iron workers, the 
answer is the benefit to the very 
much larger “number who use the 
railroad in the saving in operating 
cost to the latter. 

Last month in Florida I talked with 
a Belgian who was working quietly 
with two or three others in propagat- 
ing azalea slips from foreign grown 
plants now embargoed. He told me | 
that for years he bought $200,000 or 
$300,000 worth of these plants in Bel- 
gium and Holland, and he said; ‘‘What 
I bought paid the United States each 
year’ $60,000 in duties. The Govern- 
ment is not getting that revenue any 
more.’’ I remarked, ‘That seems pretty 
t-ugh, to lose a business like that.” 
“Yes,” he said, “but the embargo 
gives me a job here growing plants.” 

So for the experiment of growing 
bulbs and plants in this country, which 
no doubt will be successful, although 
the quality as compared to the-foreign 
has to be proved; the consumer pays 
more for’ what he can get and the 
United States is losing a customs reve- 
nue of $60,000 a year on the amount 
of business that just this one man had 
‘been carrying on. 

Our people want — oe con- | 
sider whether they want an embargo | 
wall of high tariffs about the country 
and a minimum of commerce, or 
whether they will have more’ com- 
myce with the world at large by hav- 
ing more moderate duties and so will 
give the Government a revenue Which 
also will be protective. Even the so- 
called ‘tariff for revenue only’ of the 
past had a measure of protection in 
it; not the full measure of the differ- 
ence in cost plus, but a barrier as 
high as it was., Governor Morrill of 
Vermont long ago made the observa- ; 
tion that “‘a moderate tariff was safer 
in the long run than too high protec- 
‘tion, for the ‘latter overstimulated 
domestic industries, and the competi- 
tion from  overprotected industries 
could be a worse evil than the forcign 
competition under a lower tariff.” 
One of the reasons that rail rates are 
high is because in the valuation of the 
roads the rail cost to the roads was 
increaged for the benefit of a few iron- 
masters by the amount. of the tariff 
that embargoed foreign rails; a few 
thou benefited, millions paid tho 
benefit in their mite contributed to 
increased: cost of operation.

TORONTO, Ontario, June 2 (}.— 
Chester D. Massey, who was, probably 
the most. retiring millionaire in the 
world, died at his palatial residence 
here early today at the age of 75. 

The great fortune he acquired as an 
industrialist; largely through the: Mas- 
sey-Harris Company, Ltd., farm imple- 
ment manufacturing concern, he 
shared liberally. with numerous educa- 
tional institutions and in many philan- 
throples. ; 

Although a descendant of American 
ancestors, he was born in Canada: and 
lived here all his Hfe. 

His benefactions amounted to. many 
millions. 





Mr. Massey was born in Haldimand 
Township, Northumberland County, 
Ontario, on June 47, 1850. His mother, 
Eliza Ann Phelps Massey, was a na- 
tive of Gloversville, N. Y. His father’s 
family emigrated from ‘Vermont to 
Canada about 1800.

LONDON, June 2.—Lieut. Gen. Sir 
William Boog Leishman, Director Gen- 
eral of the Medical Service of the Brit- 
ish Army since 1923, died in London 
today after a short illness. He was 
known. to bacteriologists the world 
over and was noted particularly for his 
researches in tropical mediciné. His 
elucidation of one Oriental disease re- 
sulted in its being named after him. 





Sir William Leishman was born on 
Nov. 6, 1865, a son of the late Pro- 
fessor W, Leishman, and was educated 
at Westminster and at Glasgow Uni- 
versity. After studying surgery he en- 
tered: the British Army, becoming a 
Major in the. Royal .Army Medical 
Corps in 1899. He was breveted a 
Lieutenant. Colonel] in 1905, became a 
Lieutenant Colonel in 1911, a Brevet 
Colonel in 1912, Colonel in 1915, Major 
General in 1918 and Lieutenant General: 
‘in 1923. In 1912 he was honorary

In 1894-95 Sir William served in the 
Waziristan Expedition and from 1914 
to 1918 he served in the World “War. 
Three times his name was mentioned 
in dispatches, and he was made a 
Knight Commander. of St. Michael and 
St. George, Companion of the Bath, a 
Commander of the Legion of Honor 
and received the Distinguished " 
Medal of the United States for work 
among American soldiers during the 
latter part of the war.. .He also was a 
Knight of Grace of the Order of St.

PARIS, June 2.—Members of the Na-

working. 

The guests were nearly all members 
of the alliance, which had barred the 
Woman’s Party on Monday. It was 
shown by. the speeches that many of 
the advanced feminists find the ‘‘con- 
servative’’ atmosphere of the alliance 
meetings somewhat discouraging. 

Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, Pres- 
ident of the Woman’s Party, who ar- 
rived from the United States yester- 
day, vas the guest of honor. In a 
short speech she appealed to the wo- 
men’. “‘not- to. cease a day until all

Treasury Figures for 11 Months

$88,331,129 ON MAY 31 


With June 15 Tax Payment as 
Heavy as in 1925 This ‘Would 
Provide $285,000,000 Excess. 


CONGRESS MIGHT UPSET ALL 


But It Is Not Expected to Pass 
Legislation Carrying New and 
Heavy Appropriations, |

WASHINGTON, June 2. —Official fig- 
ures covering Government expendi- 

‘tures -and receipts for the eleven 

“months of the fiscal year 1926. became 
available today in the Treasyry daily 
statement and failed to bear out the 
forecast ' made’ at the White House | 
“Tuesday in behalf of the President} 
that’ the budget surplus for the fiscal 
year, which ends on June 30, would be 
considerably . below $250,000,000. 

The prediction .was made in a dis- 
patch to THs New York Times ‘pub- 
lished on Apri} 5‘that the: surplus 
would be at least $270,000,000, and the 
state of the Government finances as 
pictured today appears-to forecast a 
surplus of from , $270,000,000 to. more. 
than $300,000,000,.the variation depend- 
ing:upon the extent to which the in- 
come and profits taxes received when 
the.quarterly payment falls‘ due on 
June 15 exceed or fall below estimates. 
The quarterly payment in March ex- 
ceeded the estimate by about $100,000,- 
000. ° — 

UVnless it is accepted that the 
quarterly payment -of- income takes}. 
due this month will be far below 
the most conservative of the estima 
it is difficult .to ::make | calculations 
which would gét the-surplus.on June 
80 under $250,000,000. _Of course- this 
would be possible “if ‘Congress voted 
legislation cartying new and heavy 
expenditures which ‘must be- made 
before that date, but this does not 
seem probable. And even if Congress 
were to pass such legislation now, it 
is doubtful if any actual outlay- would 
be celled for until the next fiscal“year. 

Chief Danger in Legislation. 


Government éxperts who had been 
figuring the’surplus for the year at 
from. $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 had felt 
that the chief danger of their caicula- 
.tions being overturned was the-possi- 
bility of legislation for the immediate 
payment of . American’ claimants 
against Germany out of the funds of 
the United States Treasury. Had such 
a measure been adopted it might have 
added $100,000,00 or neore to Treasury 
outgo during the. present. fiscal year, 
but all of the proposals met with such 
strong opposition that there now seems 

no chance of legislation of this kind 
which will affect the Treasury balance 
before the end of June. 

The gloomy Forecasts from the White 
House during -the t two or three 
months have been gerierally accepted 
in political circles as-targely a part of 
President Coolidge’s campaign to dis- 
courage Congress from adopting legis- 
lation which would add to the expenses 
of the Government. Even Treasury of- 
ficials ‘who naturally would be é¢ager 
to back up the White House in its ‘con- 
tentions that the surplus may be small 
this year are finding it difficult tod do 
_so when called upon for facts and fig- 
‘ures. On the other hand, the task of 
proving that the White House is cor- 
rect in expressing fear that a deficit 
may be faced on. June 30,. 1927, is a 
much less complicated one. ‘The. obvi- 
ous argument in this instance-is that 
if Congress. engageS in an orgy of 
legislation which ‘calls for additional 
heavy expenditures next. year the 
pyesent tax rates will fail to produce 
enough revenue to_meet them. 


‘Business Gontinues Good. 


To strengthen these arguments the 
White House has intimated that it is 
possible that incomes may not con- 
tinue at the present high ‘level, and 
that in such an event the returns 
under the. present tax rates would be 

* lJower in the fiscal year 1927 than in 
the year 1926. This is sound enough 
reasoning, but all of the business indi- 
cators available to the Government 
point to a continuation of the present 
prosperity, with the odds strongly in 
. favor of. business conditions being cx- 
ceptionally: - favorable after the sea- 
gonal decline during the Summer. 

The Treasury balance sheet for the 
first eleven months of the fiscal year 
1926 shows receipts of $3,311,116,341 

. and. expenditures of $3,222,785,212, giv- 
ing a surplus at the end of May of 
$88,331,129. For the same period in the 
fiscal year 1925 the receipts were 
$3,165,156,434,- and the expenditures 
—* —* 204,102, with a surplus of $53,- 


During the month of June, 1925, the 
‘receipts, including the quarterly pay- 
ment of income and profits taxes, were 
so heavy that after all expenditures 
were met there was an excess-of re- 
ceipts over expenditures of slightly

. in Leisurely Two-Hour Job.

Charwoman, Finding Door Locked,, 
Calls: ‘Policeman, but He’ Goes 
* Away When It Opens for Her. ~ 


Three armed men’ forced their’ way 
into Janssen’s Hofbrau.. Haus, 1,680 
Broadway, near Fifty-third Street, 
early Tuesday. morning. Afte? over- 
powering and binding two’ employes, 
they ripped open the cashier’s safe and 
escaped with $7,000. The police kept 
news of the robbery from becoming 
public for more than twenty-four 
hours. 

The robbery. was the second of its 
kind at, the restaurant within three 
months. It is beljeved to have been 
committed by the: same gang which en- 
tered the place on March 8, held up 
the employes, and snatched 4 box.con- 
taining $8,200 that was being carried 
by a woman cashier to the’ office. 

Unlike the situation of three months 
ago, all the patrons and most of the 
employes -had left the place this time 
when the invaders appeared. Harry 
Lattman of 760 East 152d Street, a 
watchman, and HBugene Genisarde of 
254 West Eighty-first street were in 
the restaurant. 

© Both Quickly Trussed Up. 

Lattman was_making his roynds and 
Genisarde. was in the rear of the base- 
ment washing. dishes. Lattman was 
geized by a man who, the police say, 
had. forced open’ a rear door, and 
quickly trussed up. 

Another robber went into the kitchen, 
pointed a gun at ‘Genisarde and asked 
him to step to the cashier’s office. 
There he was tied with strips of torn 
tablecloths and the -two- employes 
were thrown to the floor face down- 
ward. The safe was then wheeled out 
oz the office into the lobby. One of 
the robbers put on rubber gloves, and 
the work of opening its doors started. 

The outer door was ripped off with a 
tool. made specially for that purpose, 
according to the detectives. The inner 
doors were attacked with 2. hammer 
and chisel. - Two of the robbers worked 
for more than two hours, while a third 
man was near the front door watching. 

Just as the men working on the safe 
opened the inner compartment, Mrs. 
Harriet McLaughlin of 9 Rivington 
Street, the restaurant charwoman, ap- 
peared. She tried the door, found it 
locked, and went to the rear door. This 
also was locked. 

As the door was usually opened for 
her by Lattman, she went to the cor- 
ner of Fifty-third Street and Broadway 
and told Patrolman Gofdon Torkensen 
of the West” Forty-seventh: Street Sta- 
tion that something was‘ wrong in the 
place: He accompanied the woman to 
the. Broadway entrarice, but by that 
time. the robber. who was acting as 


watchman had opened the door with 
keys obtained from the watchman. 


Patrolman Does Not Enter. 


Mrs. McLaughlin walked through the 
door and the patrolman returned to his 
post. As she walked into the lobby, 
one of the Bandits stepped up to her, 
ordered her to sit-on one of the chairs 
near the recumbent figures on the floor 
and told her that if. she remained 
quiet nothing would happen to her. . 

Mrs. McLaughlin did as she was told. 
The robbers went about their work lei- 
surely. They wrapped up the cash in 
a newspaper and disappeared through 
the rear of the restaurant. As soon as 
they walked out, Mrs. McLaughlin un- 
tied Lattman and Genisarde. The 
watchman ran ‘out and reported the 
robbery to Torkensen, who. returnéd 
only to find an e pe ge safe, ‘burgiar’s 
tools and the pair of rubber gloves, 

Detectives Thomas -Hannigan and 
James Leach of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station were assigned to 
the case. 

Fritz Singer, manager of the restau- 
rant, declined to discuss the robbery 
beyond saying that precautions + ould 
be taken to make another one impos- 
sible. ‘The restaurant isin the building 
adjoining the Arcadia Ballroom. The 
ballroom was robbed about eighteen 
months ago of $20,000 by an armed 
band. 

Three armed men entered the haber- 
dashery of Loughran Brothers at 543 
Third Avenue, a block from the East 
Thirty-fifth Street Police Station, last 
night, forced Peter Loughran of 2,795 
Morris Avenue, the Bronx, ‘one of the 
proprietors, and a clerk, Harry Mc- 
Cormick of 418 Bergenline Avenue, 
Union. Hill, N. J., to the rear of the 
store, and took $200 from the cash 
register. After warning Loughran and 
McCormick to remain quiet, the rob- 
bers walked out of the store and dis- 
appeared. Detectivés of the Last 
Thirty-fifth Street station are investi- 
gating.

Mrs. Theisner Brings Baby and 
Ashes of American Engineer 
Murdered’ in Ambush. 


ON WAY HOME TO WICHITA 


Standard Ol Report to Embassy 
Tells of Crime for Robbery 
_on Lonely. Road. 


Mrs. William Theisner, widow of the 
Standard _Oil road engineer who was 
murdered last April by brigands near 
the town of Salta, Bolivia, arrived 
yesterday from Buenos Aires on the 
Lamport & Holt liner Voltaire. In her 
arms was her baby. She brought with 
her the ashes of her husband, who was 
cremated in Argentina. The ashes will 
be buried at Wichita, Kan., the — 
of the Theisners. 

Mrs. Theisner was met at the pier by 
a representative of the Standard Oil 
Company. In her possession was a 
copy of the official memorandum .pre- 
sented by their Buenos Aires represen- 
tative to the American Amabagsador. 

According to this document, Theisner 
was working on a road kfiown as the 
Porcellana extension. . Accompanied 
by Carll Hettman,.a contractor, and 
John Hidalgo, a chauffeur, he left an 
outlying station in a five-passenger 
Ford at 9:30 on the morning of his 
murder. His destination was the 
Porcellana. camp, which was. forty- 
three kilometres sway. . 

Twenty-three kilometres out on the 
road; as they were s te climb 
one of the hills, they ran into an am- 
bush which -apparently. consisted ot 
three men armed ‘with rifles. All three 
of the men. in. the car, although 
wounded, left the’automobile and were 
killed trying to-reach the brush at the 
side of the road. 

The first person to report the mur- 
der was a native mule driver, who 
passed the spot shortly after noon. He 
notified the Standard. Oil Company. 
The first American to arrive was Joe 
Dwire, ‘driver ofa Standard Oil 
pany tractor. “He found: the three 
bodies. All three had ‘powder burns on 
the heads, indicating that the mur- 
derers had shot their victims at close 
quarters: after bringing them down at 
long range. 

The report said- there was no ques- 
tion but that robbery had been the mo-. 
tive, and that the criminals were for- 
mer employes of the company. They 
theught Theisner was. carrying the 
payroll. According to the report, how- 
ever, tio money was in the car. 

“The only man in the car who was 
armed,” the report continued, “was 
Hettman. He carried a revolver, but 
‘did not get. the opportunity to use it. 
The provincial and local authorities 
have shown their willingness to do 
everything possible to, catch the mur- 
derers by sending posses to take part 
in the pursuit.”

Walter Camp Jr., a trustee, - was 
named as “just Harriman’s dummy” 
by Nathan Burkan, counsel for Duell, 
and J. Boyce Smith‘ Jr., former law 
partner of Duell, volunteered the in- 
formation that “I was just a dummy 
too.” Smith balked when Mr. Burkan 
tried to get him to admit that George 
W. Neugass, a lawyer, had been re- 
tained by Duell, who at the time was 
reported to be engaged to the actress, 
“to protect Miss Gish from you and 
Mr. Camp, while he was in Italy mak- 
ing ‘Romola.’ ” ‘ 

Mr. Smith, who is himself a lawyer, 


said he did not: like the term “pro- |: 


t but woutd agree’ if it was 
changed to “represent.” 
The -trial proceeded from noon until 


4 o'clock, with intermission for lunch- 


‘eon, before Federa] Judge Goddard and 
a jury in United States District Court. 
Assistant United . States Attorney 
George S., Leisure is conducting the 
progecution. 

Mr. Burkan ‘endeavored throughout 
to show that Duell, far from trying 
to cheat the actress, whose contract

CROYDEN KICKS UP DUST 


H. P. Whitney’s 3-Year-Old Gelding 
Shows Heels to Sunspero in 
Ben Brush Handicap.

The twentjeth running of the Harlem 
Claiming Stakes, a dash of a mile on 
the main course, was the outstanding 
event of the program at Belmont Park 


‘yesterday. A field of seven went to 
the post. The players were decidedly 
at sea as to the probable winner and 
there was money on everything in the 
race.- At post time, after numerous 
fluctuations, F. E. Brown's King 
Jimmy and Mayne coupled and Jeffer- 
son Livingston’s McAuliffe closed at 
11 to 5 as first choices, 

When it came to the finish of the 
race only King Jimmy was -in the 
money and third at that. The winner 
was the Sage Stable’s three-year-ol@ 
colt Applecross, which hadn’t won 
brackets in his five previous starts 
this season. But he was dropping 
twelve pounds off his last effort and 
was the lightweight of the party under 
98 pounds. Callahan was up on Apple- 
cross, got him away flying from the 
inside post position, saved every inch 
of ground ‘possible and his mount just 
lasted to beat Mrs. R. I. Miller’s 
Roland by half a length, with King 
Jimmy the same distance back. 


Sunspero Runs Second. 


Scratches cut the field from ten to 

four in the Ben Brush Handicap, an- 
other mile dash in which La Brea 
Stable’s Sunspero with Sande up was 
the choice of the public, while H. P. 
Whitney’s fast three-year-old gelding 
Croyden, which won his race handily 
a week’ previously, was made the sec- 
ond. choice. “Sunspero shouldered 124 
pounds and conceded ten pounds to the 
gelding; but when it came to running 
all the others saw of Croyden was his 
dust. 
A number of Belmont candidates 
were named in the Glenwood Purse, 
still another mile dash and two of 
them finished in the money. The win- 
ner was Alex Gordon’s Cudgel colt 
Banton, backed to 11 to 20 at post 
time. He romped out in front all 
through under wraps and came home 
an easy winner by five lengths from 
William Ziegler Jr.’s Araby, which has 
been declared from the Belmont. 


Fiddlesticks Well Backed. 


Mo-t of the money in the last race 
went on Fiddlesticks, and Billy Oliver 
was sweet on the chances of his three- 
year-old gelding. But he was just 
squeezed out of the money. A. C. 
Bostwick’s veteran Dream Maker, at 
15 to 1, was first. A. M. Mounce’s 
filly, Sox, was second at 12 to 1 and 
J. P.. McGovern’s Uralite at 30 to 1, 
took third money. The race gave the 
spectators one of thtir biggest sensa- 
tions of the afternoon, for the first 
three finished heads * with Fid- 
dlesticks only half a length back of 


them. 

The finish of the first race also was 
a hummer, the first three coming past 
the winning post so close together that 
only the judges could place them and 
the verdict was noses apart. The win- 
ner was the Everglade Stable’s Daffo- 
dil, a homebred filly that hadn’t been 
out since John Ward saddled her to 
win her last race at Miami. She fought 
it out with the Wheatley Stable’s Stur- 
dy Stella, J. P. McGovern’s Victrix 
taking third money. The winner was 
at 4 to 1 and the other two at 3 to 1.

Blames Lack of Cooperation on 
Part of Crew—Haines, Fresh- 
man Mentor, Likely Successor.

CAMBRIDGE, June 2 (4).—Edward 
A. Stevens, head coach of Harvard 
rowing, resigned today because of 
-“lack of cooperation on the part of the 
crew.” His resignation, effective at 
once, has been accepted by William J. 
Bingham, Director of Athleticg. 

Immediate steps will be taken to se- 
cure another coach. to bring the varsity 
crew to its main objective, the Yale 
race at New London, now little more 
than three weeks off. Stevens has def- 
initely stepped out of Harvard rowing 
and will not accompany the crews to 
Red Top. 

Announcement of his : resignation 
came in a letter dated today to Di- 
rector Bingham, which read ag fol- 
lows: i 

“In view of the lack of cooperation 
on the part of the crew, it seems 
highly undesirable that I should at- 
tempt to continue in the present posi- 
tion of head coach after this date. 
Much as I regret this step, nothing but 
harm can result where entire confi- 


- dence’ does not exist on the part of 


both oarsmen and coach.” 

Bingham Makes Statement. 
Director Bingham’s reply stated: 
‘Recognizing conditions as they re- 

late to varsity crews as described in 
your letter of June 2, the Committee 


* on the Regulation of Athletic. Sports 


has decided, with regret, to accept 
your resignation.” 

‘It. had simply got to a point where 
we could not work together any 
longer,” Stevens said tonight. ‘“Things 


_ had been going that way for a long 


time, and when a coach is not getting 
cooperation from his crew, of course it 
is impossible to accomplish anything. 

“The. crew has accomplished great 
things in the last few years, and I 
have absoluteiy no criticism to make 
of the Rowing Committee, Bingham or 
Fred Moore {graduate manager of the 
Harvard Athletic Association]. 

“I was sorry to quit in: mid-season, 
but I did it because I had to. I.don’t 
know who will succeed me, but I hope 


‘that the crew will finish its season by 


defeating Yale.”’ 

It has been rumored in undergradu- 
ate circles that Stevens had been asked 
to resign at a meeting of the crew and 
the athletic committee. Comment on

The state- 
ment caused considerable jubilation 


at that time Yale had secured the ser- 
vices of Coach Ledder, also of the 
Pacific Coast. 

Stevens came to Cambridge highly 
recommended. In fact, it was with 
difficulty that he could be persuaded 
to sever, his Western connections, but 
having rowed in the East, he was able 
to make the break. He sat in the 
Cornell varsity eights of 1908 and 1909, 
when the famous Courtney was the 
coach, and in 1911 he was named as 
Courtney’s assistant, so highly was he 
regarded by that director. \ 

He went West shortly aftér and be- 
came a member of the Portland.B. C. 
He rowed in the senior eight there and 
twice acted as captain. He served 


as coach without remuneration and it 


was largely through his efforts that 
the Portland Club was brought to a 
position of considerable eminence 
among crews of the Coast. 

At Harvard his first year, Stevens 
passed through a trying experimental 
stage and on Feb. ‘8, 1925, he made 
the assertion that he was “going to 
try to alter the Harvard crew policy." 
Speaking before a mass meeting of 
the undergraduates, he continued: 
“The alteration must be not only in 
the method of coaching but in the 
attitude of the coaches toward the 
crew men, and in the relation of crew 
to the college. 1 wish to gain for the 
crew the support of the college and 
the duates; and abolish any feeling 
prevalent in the college that the crew 
is an exclusive organization. J 
“The crew is an organization for th 
undergraduates and it must be sup- 
ported by them if it is to gain any 
success whatever. A feeling of unity 
and cooperation among the graduates, 
the undergraduates and the crew is 
essential for any sort of success in 
any sport,.and especially for the Har- 
vard crew in its present condition."’ 

So far this season Harvard has com- 
peted in two regattas. At Princeton 
the varsity eight triumphed over the 
Tigers and in its most recent race it 
finished second to the Navy.

Tuesday—Denies Order to 
Report to Commission. 


SAYS DEMPSEY NEEDS REST 


Meanwhile No Change\in Promoter's 
Intention to Match Him -With 
Wills Appears. ~

Tex Rickard came back to town yes- 
terday, but was silent with respect to 
his ‘plans for Dempsey’s - proposed 
heavyweight title battle here in Sep- 
tember. He made no comment on the 
latest edict of the State Athletic Com- 
mission that Dempsey must enter into 
articles of agreement before June 22 
to defend his title against Harry Wills. 
One persistent seeker for a definite 
answer to whether Rickard would go 


through with his plans for a Dempsey:

Denies Demand to Report. 
“There’s only one thing I want to 
say now,” said Rickard. ‘I want to 
correct the impression that I was com- 
pelled within thirty days of my visit 


to the commission to return and notify 
the board of my plans with respect to 


Dempsey and the defense of his title. 
I voluntarily suggested that in thirty, 
days I might possibly be in a position 
to make known my plans, but the 
commission neither asked nor demand- 
ed of me that I do so. I intend to 
visit the commission at its méeting 
Tuesday. I do not intend to-go to to- 
morrow's meeting, because there are 
things which I must attend to in ad- 
vance of my conference with the Com- 
missioners. Until I have discussed the 
situation with the commission, how- 
ever, I have nothing to say. 

“When I saw Dempsey on my trip 
to Hot Springs I saw a very sick man. 
He weighed 188 pounds the other day 
when I put him on the scales. He was 
suffering from a painful boil on his 
left arm, and I think he will need a 
week or two of complete rest before 
he is normal. Dempsey will not come 
to this city until August. He is due 
here about Aug. 1, when he will come 
prepared to start training for the de- 
fense of his title. Where he will train 
I am not now in a position to say, but 
I expect to make an announcement of 
his training -plans within a few days.”

Pennsylvania Boxing: Commis- 
sioner Denies He Resigned 
and Says He Will Not.

PHILADELPHIA, June 2.—I never 
handed in my resignation as a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania State Athletic 
Commission to Governor Pinchot. I 
was never asked to resign. I will not 
resign.”’ 

This was the statement

Commission since its inception, at the 
commission’s office in the Drexel Build- 
ing this afternoon. 

Rocap’s statement

was in reply

“I am going to stick to my guns. 
There will have to be légal action more 
convincing to me than a létter from 
Governor Pinchot to cause me to re- 
linqguish my post.

“My appointment was confirmed by 
the Senate, and I will have to have it 
shown’ to me that my dismissal can 
be brought about by personal action of 
the Governor without the consent of 
the Senate.’’ 

When asked what he would do in the 
event Mr. Weiner ‘‘moved in’’ as. his 
successor, Rocap replied: 

“T hold no animosity toward Weiner, 
but I certainly will not accept him as 
my successor until there jis a ruling by 
the Supreme Court. 

“I will have to be legally dismissed. 
As far as I know that hasn't hap- 
pened to me yet. From the time I had 
an interview with Governor Pinchot 
several weeks ago I have not heard 
anything but that he was satisfied 
with me in office. 

“The Governor sent for me to tell me 
that a letter had been written to him 
which stated that I was receiving a 
salary from a newspaper in Philadel- 
phia that was directly opposed to his 
political campaign. 

“I told the Governor I was not af- 
fillated with this newspaper. I even 
told him the names of the officials of 
the newspaper so that he could make 
any inquiries he wished about my 
newspaper activities. 

“He told me then that this would not 
be necessary, that my word was 
enough. When I left him it was my 
understanding that the Governor was 
behind me. 

“The first thing I knew about Pin- 
chot’s action was when I picked up a 
newspaper this morning. The first 
word I received from the Governor of- 


sion office this: morning and saw his 
letter. 

“I want it clearly understood that I 
still consider myself the Chairman of 
the Pennsylvania State Athletic Com-

More Orders Against Expiring|,

NO SUDDEN DROP EXPECTED} sion 


Optimism Apparent In Spite of a 
Further Slight Reduction In 
‘June Schedules. 


Developments during the last week 
have imparted a more optimistic tone 
to the iron and steel market, despite 
evidence that further, though not 
marked, reduction of June schedules 
is being planned by the steel compa- 
nies. 

Chief among the week’s develop- 
ments were heavier receipts by the 
mills-of specifications against expiring 
second quarter contracts, a fair amount 
of new business’ and the more settled 
view that future conditions are not 
likely to bring about any sudden or 
marked shrinkage in demand. The 


situation is still checkered in that de- 
mand is not evenly distributed. Buyers 
hold the advantage and prices are er- 
ratic, but the total volume remains 


Operations Slowing Down. 


The Iron Trade Review says: 

“Operations still are receding as 
tonnage runs off the mill boks, though 
at a slow pace. This gradual subsid- 
ing of iron and steel production is 
marked in the pig iron record for May. 
On a daily basis output fell of only 
2.06 per cent., or 2,365 tons. Gross 
production in May, because of the 
larger month, was in excess of April 
with 3,480,120 tons, against 8,438,805 
tons. Furnaces in blast at the end 
of May declined by 8 to a total of 


200. 

“An interesting price situation has 
arisen as the result of the Steel Cor- 
poration’s advance of $2 per ton in 
steel bars, which has been generally 
duplicated by the independent —* 
This is the first instance of the Stee 


announcing new prices in several 
years. Furthermore, the advance is 
unusual in that it is made in the face 
of contracting demand. Whether the 
new price will stand cannot be judged 
finally for thirty days or more. The 
effect of the advance has been to 
drive’ in specifications — lower 
priced contracts.” 


Mill Schedules ———— 
Iron Age comments as follows: 
‘June opens with rolling mills sched- 
ules substantially the same as for the 
last ten days of May. In the case of 
the Steel Corporation incoming busi- 
ness for the past week has been well 
above that of the final week in April, 
indicating that last month’s decline 
in unfilled orders will be 40 to 50 per 
cent. less than the 612,000 tons of 
April. In May, 1925, the loss was 
nearly 400,000 tons and in May, 1924, 
580,000 tons, 

“Buying of 30,000 tons of foundry 
pig tron at Pittsburgh for sanitary 
work brought a decline of 50 per cent. 
in that market. In Cincinnati con- 
tinued competition between Ohio River 
and Lake Erie furnaces resulted in a 
like -recession. Other pig iron centres 
showed little activity, though the melt 
of foundry iron was generally main- 
tained ‘in May.

“Rapid paralysis of industry in Great 
Britain by the coal strike appears 
from the drop in blast furnace activ- 
ity from 147 at the end of April to 
15 on May 31, and 14 of these in Scot- 
Jand. Complete suspension is likely. 
There has. been larger buying of coal 
in the United. States, especially for 
British gas works. In the past week 
sales of 200,000 tons of coal are re- 
ported for shipment from Baltimore 
and Hampton Roads.”

SOVIET CONFIRMS OIL DEAL, 


Sees Purchase’ by Americans as 
Forecasting Rapprochement in 
the Trade. ee 


“Moscow. June 2 (@.—The Vacuum 
Oil Company has signed a contract 
with the Soviet oil syndicate for the 
purchase of 120,000 tons of kerosene. 
This fact has impressed te Moscow 
officials as a definite step toward a 
rapprochement between the Soviet and 
American oil interests and as con- 
trasting strongly with the Royal Dutch 
Shell Company’s policy of boycotting 
Soviet oil. 


Annbuncement of the purchase of the 
kerosene from Russia was made at 
the offices of the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany here on March 26. According to 
Moscow advices, the price was $17 a 
ton, which would bring the total pur- 
chase price to more than $2,000,000. 
The oil would be used for sale in 
Egypt and Turkey in place of oil for- 


merly shipped from the United States. 
This was said to be the first purchase 
of Russian oil by foreign interests 
since the. advent of the Soviet Govern- 
ment.

Three Systems Report Increases of

Three chain store systems reported 
yesterday that May sales and sales for 
the first four and five months of the 
year increased in percentages ranging 
from 27 to 44.

TO COMBAT FIRE HAZARD. 


Extinguishing Equipment Makers 
Will Plan Campaign at Meeting. 


A convention of manufacturers of 


fire-fighting equipment. will be held 
in Montreal on June 24; when plans 
will be laid for a more extensive fight 
against the fire hazard in this coun- 
try, which, according to estimates, has 
been costing the country $1,000,000,000 
annually, it was announced yesterday. 

The convention will be under the di- 
rection of the Fire Equipment Manu- 
facturers’ Institute, of which Walter 
Bauer, President of the Pyrene Man- 
ufacturing Company, Inc., is Presi- 
dent. 

“One reason for the increase in the 
fire hazard in this country,’”’ Mr. Bauer 
said in commenting on the meeting, 
“is that we have no uniformity of 
laws. One State will have a law pro- 
tecting schoolhouses from fire but it 
will ignore hospitals. Another State 
will protect motion picture houses and 
ignore other. institutions. There should 
be a Federal fire-fighting law, 
but I'am afraid that is a long way 
off. /Fire insurance losses last year 
amounted to $549,000,000, and it cost 
more than that to fight the fires.”

STRONG EARLY ON RAIN TALK 


1,250,000 Bushels In Export—Short 
Covering Helps Corn—Rye 
and, Oats Lower. 


CHICAGO, June 2.—The wheat mar- 
ket was unsettled, and while respond- 
ing early to official Kansas and Ne- 
braska crop reports indicating consid- 
erable damage in parts of the two 
States, the finish was well toward the 
bottom, with net losses of \% to 1.cent, 
duly leading. Pressure from houses 
with Northwestern connections was 


the main influence: Many locals caught 
long on the way down sold out. The 
selling came toward the last. The of- 
ficial Nebraska report said that the 
recent rain was insufficient and that 
taken as a whole the State remained 


Cash wheat premiums were firmer 
fm practically all markets with the 
basis here steady to 1%, cent higher, 
while Omaha was three and four cents 
higher and Minneapolis mills were af- 
ter — Winter at Kansas City. Buy- 
ing of July wheat at Winnipeg by 
exporters who were removing hedges 
against sales abroad gave that mar- 
ket strength and the finish was 4 
to % cent lower.

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CRUDE RUBBER GOES 
TO NEW LOW LEVELS 


Futures Decline in an ‘Active| 2x 
Market, With June Position 
Off 100 Points. 


New low levels for the year were 
reached in crude rubber futures yes- 
terday, with losses ranging from 30 
points for the distant positions to 100 
points for June, The market was a 
broad one, all months peing traded in. 
June and July monopolized the bulk 
of the turnover, which amounted to 
541 lots for all positions. ; 

At one time June sold off 1% cents 
from Tuesday’s final, but covering 
and a small amount of fresh buying 
later canceled part of this loss. At 
present levels. June is only 2 cents 
above July, where a short time ago 
this premium amounted to approxi- 
mately 3% cents, .Traders attributed 
this narrowing to the big liquidation 
of June contracts, which has been a 
feature of recent trading. August was 
the only position to develop any re- 
sistance to the downward sweep, final 
prices showing this month but 50 points 
down from the previous closing. 

A feature of the trading was a sin- 
gle transaction of fifty lots for October 
delivery at a price of 38 cents flat. 
This is the largest individual trade 
made in the history of the Exchange.

UNFAIR PRACTICES ALLEGED 
Accounting of Profits Demanded, 
With Delivery of Catalogues 
Advertising Dresses. 





The American Rayon Products Cor- 
! poration, organized in April, 1925, with 
a capital of $3,000,000, filed suit yester- 
day for an injunction in the Supreme 
Court against the Hamilton Garment 
Company, Inc., of 307 Fifth Avenue, 
aleging unfair trade practices in ad- 
| vértising dresses under the names 
' “Tricosham’’ or “Trico Sham,’ to 
which names the corporation claims 
exclusive right. The complaint de- 
mands a permanent injunction and 
elso an accounting of all profits-made 
through the use of the names to date. 
It. also asks that the Hamilton Gar- 
ment Company be compelled to deliver 
up all catalogues containing dresses 
advertised under these names. 

The papers, returnable in the Su- 
preme Court on June 11, were filed by 
I. Gainsburg as attorney for the 
plaintiff. They allege that ‘‘Trico- 
sham” is a trade name and trade-mark 
adopted by the American Rayon Prod- 
ucts Corporation and a predecessor 
company to indicate an artificial silk 
fabric with a plain stitch-formed on 
every needle and every round and with 
a certain weight and texture. The 
cloth is sold to dress manufacturers, 
who sell garments made from it to the 
retail trade for $10 to $15 each, ac- 
cording to the trimmings and orna- 
tients. The garments are retailed at 
from $15 to $20. 

The gravamen of the complaint is 
that in fashion catalogues. sent 
throughout the country by the de- 
fendant, dresses asserted to be made 
of “Tricosham” are advertised at re- 
tail at $5.95 and $4.98. 

The papers set forth that.Mrs. Han- 
nah Lynett of 211 East Twenty-sixth 
Street bought one-of the dresses, ad- 
vertised at $5.95, and that Harry W. 
Thomas, superintendent of the plain- 
tiff’s factory, examined it and found 
it to be made of inferior material. — 

The plaintiff,, which fook over the 

lant of the Art Silk Knitting Mills, al- 
eges that it has spent $65,000 advertts- 
ing the name ‘‘Tricosham’”’ and ‘has 
done.a business amounting to $2,000,000 
in that material since March, 1922. 

The answer of the defendant will be 
_filed when the case is argued.

FATHER-IN-LAW’S WILL 


Asserts Codicil Cutting Her Off 
- From Tobacco Man's Estate 
Is Fraudulent. 


A contest of ‘the will of Robert B. 
Dula, wealthy tobacco man, was filed 
in the Surogates’ Court yesterday by 
his .daughter-in-law; Mrs. Elsie Hin- 
man Dula,’' who recently obtained a 
separation from Robert L. Dula. She 
objects to the codicil of the elder Dula’s 
will on the ground that it was fraudu- 
lently executed. 

When she brought her suit for sepa- 
ration more than a year ago, Ts. 


Dula sued her father-in-law for $250,- 
000 damageg for alienating the affec- 
tions of her husband. The codicil to 
the will which prevented her from 
sharing in the estate was made sub- 
sequent to the filing of the alienation 
suit. . 

The will, which was made in De- 
cember, »1915, divided the residuary 
estate among the testator’s wife. and 
children, providing that in the event 
a child died without leaving issue the 
husband or wife of that child was to 
share in the estate. The codicil made 





to the testator’s. daughter-in-law, ex- 
plaining that she had been adequately 
provided for, and directed that Robert 
L. Dula’s share be held in trust. Al- 
though she was not specifically men- 
tioned in the codicil, Mrs. Elsie H. 
Dula was thus prevented from sharing. 
in the estate.

REPORT DENOUNCES 
MILITARY TRAINING 


Demand That It Be Not Com- 
pulsory in Schools Made by 
Bay State Committee. 





BOSTON, June 2-(#).—Declaring that 
“military training is being forced upon 
our young, men in high school and 
college,”” the Massachusetts Commit- 
tee on Militarism in Education has de- 
manded that its compulsory features 
be abolished. 

The report charges the War Depart- 
ment’s plans for extension of the train- 
ing are ‘“‘un-American and entirely out 
of keeping with the times.” 

“Students, the potential leaders of 
tomorrow, are being trained for war in 
such fashion that they accept the in- 
evitability of conflict,’’ the report sets 
forth. ‘‘Accompanying this tremendous 
increase in military training we find 
no evidence of any adequate instruc- 
tion in ‘American principles,’ little in- 
struction as to the causes of war, the 
part played by the foreign policy of a 
nation in bringing on the occasion for 
conflict; little instruction in regard to 
our own foreign policies, our own wars, 
and the united efforts of many kinds 
now being made to eliminate war and 
to insure the peaceful settlement. of 
international disputes. We are doing 
little or nothing, in other words; to 
offset th® militarization of the mind of 
our youth.”’ *

PASSAIC, N. J. June 2.—Seven 
strikers were arrested at Lodi today 
after a clash between policemen and 
pickets in front of the gates of Mill B 
of the United Piece Dye Works. Two 
versions of the clash; in which the 
police used mane, were given after the 
arrests. 

One was that Salvatore Perrina of 
11 Summer Street, Lodi, in a group of 
400 strikers, was singing a strike song 
and was ordered’ by Patrolman Wil- 
liam Annicharico to stop. Perrina re- 
fused, it was said, -whereupon Anni- 
charico attempted to. arrest hjn and 
the strikers interfered. Nine police- 
men, among whom was Chief of Po- 
lice. Witte, then came to Annicharico’s 
aid, swinging their clubs, and after 
ten ‘minutes of fighting succeeded in 
dispersing the crowd.
